OF 


G E T T Y S B U R G . 


Also-Early's Demand on Gettysburg and Burgess 


Kcndlehart's lleply—-A Reference to Major 


. 
Haller and the Boys of Co. A, 26th Penna. Vols. 


For the following well-written and in- 


t.Testing story of the Battle of Gettysburg 


•we ore indebted to Prof. Aaron Sheely. 
Prof. Sheely'e knowledge of the Battle of 
Gettysburg is complete. He was an eye- 
witneES to many features of it, and during 
the time of ita occurrence gathered togeth- 
er much information regarding it. 
Since 


then, also, he has given the subject much 
attention, with the result that he is one of 
the moat capable men of our community 
to speak upon it. 
He writea: 


The opening of the year, 1S63, accord- 


ing to the Comte' de Paris, was not au- 
spicious to the Uiiion cause; and the 
month of June, of that year, was probably 
the darkest period ol the war. It was mid- 
summer before the light began to break 
through the clouds which then beset the 
National Government. Although the Fed- 
erals bad gained some territory from their 
adversaries during the prt ceding year, 
they had paid dearly for these acquisi- 
tions, and the latter months of that year 
bad been marked by so many disastrous 
checks to them that the restoration of the 
Union by force of arms seemed almost im- 
possible. 


At the east, the month of December bad 


seen the Army of the Potomac exhaust its 
strength in vain against the redoubts of 
Fredericksburg i while, in the west, Sher- 
man, 
on the Mississippi, experienced a 


bloody check before Vicksburg ; find final- 
ly, at the centre, the last day of the year 
had been marked by the sad battle of 
Murfreesboro ; eo desperately fought and 
yet so indecisive. The conflict had been 
raging for nearly two years with results 
wholly incommensurate with the means 
employed. Dissatisfaction with the man- 
agement of public affairs, and especially 
with the conduct of the war, was general. 
The apparently too frequent changes of 
commanders in the array produced a feel- 
ing of uneasiness. 
The 
conscription, 


which had been resorted to in most of the 
States, increased the popular discontent. 
The disastrous result* of the battle of 
Cbancellorsville, May 2d. and 3d., hud a 
particularly depressing effect upon the 
country. Rumors of foreign iuterverjinon 
also began to'darken the political horizon. 


Such was the aspect of affairs when the 


enemy, flushed with victory, and his army 
largely augmented by considerable num- 
bers of fresh troops, suddenly assumed the 
offensive by a bold invasion of the north. 


The Confederate army under General 


Robert E. Lee left 'us position near Fred- 
ericksburg on the Oth of June, moving in 
a north-westerly direction, and within a 
few days the'valley of the Sheuandoah 
was freed from the only opposing force by 
the disoersion of Milroy's command, at 
Winchester. 


As early as the llth of June the War 


Department at Washington, ae a precau- 
tionary measure, assigned Major General 
W. T. H. Brooks to the Department of 
the Monongahela, and Major General D. 
N. Couch to the Department of the Sus- 
quehanna, with the headquarters of the 
latter at Harrisburg. General Couch de- 
tailed Major G. 0. Haller, of the 7th Regu- 
lar Infantry, to duty at Gettysburg, with 
orders to assume command of military 
operations in the county. 
His disposi- 


tions were 
made with promptness and 


energy. On the evening of the 20th he 
addressed a large public meeting at the 
Court-house, urging the citizens of Get- 
tysburg to prepare for the emergency, as 
it was evident their homes and fire-tides 
were about to be invaded. 


Early on Sunday morning, the 21st., 


the Philadelphia City Troops, an organi- 
zation under command of Captain Samuel 
J. Randall, arrived and reported for duty. 
These men furnished their own uniforms 
tnd equipments, a most complete outfit, 
.ind gave their services without pay. 
The 


organization bad been preserved since the 
days of the Revolution, and in that strug- 


le acted as body-guard to Washington. 


It now consisted of about forty members, 
aoinei of whom were descendants of its 
iriginul members, and in company with a 
imall body-of mounted militia, under Cap- 
tain Bull, it moved out on the Chambers- 
burg pike. 
After a long and circuitous 


.idethe tioopera at length reached Mon- 
terey, a soiall hamlet on the mountain, 
..here they encountered a party of skir- 
mishers of tha -enemy, with whom they 
exchanged shots. These reconnoissances 
vere repeated on the 23d,- and on the 
ivening of the following day the 26th regi- 
ient P. V. M., numbering 735 men, ol 
which Company A was composed almost 


holly of students from Pennsylvania Col- 


lege, was sent from Harrisbnrg to Gettys- 
burg for the purpose of helping to hold 
he enemy in check ; but us the train on 
which they were coming was wrecked at a 
point six miles from Gettysburg, they 
»ere obliged to go into camp and remain 
.here for a day. 


The regiment arrived at Gettysburg 


from their camping ground at 9 A. M., on 
Friday, the 26th, and by order of Major 
Haller was sent forward at 10.30 A. M. on 
a reconnoitering expedition in the direc 
tion of Cashtown. Proceeding about three 
miles westward, and tearing the approach 
of the enemy in force, the command halt- 
ed at some distance from the main road, 
throwing opt pickets and otherwise guard- 
ing their position. 
About 3 P. M.., the 


>ittle baud was surprised by the rapid ad 
vance of White's Confederate Cavalry, ISO 
to 200 strong, by which 36 of. their num- 
ber were captured. These were taken in 
to Gettysburg as prisoners, and subse- 
quently paroled at-the Court-house. 
The 


next morning about 100 tnore of the regi- 
ment were taken prisoners at a point 
about three miles out-the Newville road, 
where 600 of the regiment had encamped 
These were parolexl at Hunteretown later 
in the day. 


For ordering this reconBoiessnce by the 


26th, which resulted in tbe capture of a 
q »«der«We number of ita members 


prisoners, Major Haller was subsequently 
dismissed from theservice for alleged ''dis- 
loyal conduct," but the true reason was 
that he was a Dpmocrat in politics, and 
an admirer of General George B. McClel- 
lan, then the idol of the army of the Poto- 
mac, and was indiscieet enough to let the 
fact be known. 


On the 5th, of May, 1879, a court of 


inquiry met at Washington, D. C., com- 
posed of ollicsra of tbe U. S. Army author- 
ized to examine the whole matter and 
report their findings, which they did; and 
after a full examination of the whole 
subject, they made a report fully and en- 
tirely exonerating Major Haller from all 
the charges, and forwarded the same to 
tbe President. The result was that Presi- 
dent Hayes immediately sent the name of 
Grauville 0. Haller to the Senate for rein- 
statement, with the rank of Colonel, to 
date from February 19,1873, said appoint- 
ment was confirmed the same day, thus 
fully relieving from all blame tbe man 
so greatly wronged at the beginning of the 
Gettysburg campaign. 


On the 22d, Lee threw Ewell's Corps 


across the Potomac, at Shepherdstown 
and Williamsport, with orders to advance 
upon Hagerstown, Lee following a few 
days later with the remaining two corps of 
his army, commanded respectively by 
Longstreet and A. P. Hill. From Hagers- 
town, General Ewell, with Rodes' and 
Johnson's divisions, preceded by Jenkins' 
Cavalry, 
matched 
to 
Chambersburg, 


whence, by a forced march, he reached 
Carlisle with these two divisions on the 
27th ; the next day a band of scouts, with 
some officers, proceeded to reconnoitre 
the approaches to Harrisburg. Sotwith. 
standing the spasmodic efforts of 
the 


authorities of tbe city to put it in a state 
of defence, the Confederates could prob- 
ably have taken the city. At all events 
Ewell was preparing to make the attempt 
when an order from Lee suddenly put a 
stop to his movement. 


Early'sdivision of Ewell's corps, which 


had occupied Boonsbom, moved directly 
to Greenwood, a village on the turnpike 
leading from Cbambergburg to Gettys- 
burg, eight miiea from the former place, 
when in pursuance of instruction from 
Lee, Early marched in the direction of 
Gettysburg. 
At Cashtown, eight miles 


from 
Gettysburg, 
Early 
separated 


his force, sending Gordon's brigade to 
Gettysburg with orders to occupy the 
town, while with the remainder of bis 
command be took the tnore direct road to 
York by way of Mummasburg, at which 
latter place, rive miles from Gettysburg, 
be encamped for the night. 


Soon after Gordon's brigade had taken 


possession of the towa, General Early 
with hia staff, rode in from Mummasburg 
for tbe purpose of communicating with 
the borough authorities in reference to 
subsistence for the troops. 
The requisi- 


tion was written by Eirly while seated on 
bis horse in front of one of the principal 
business houses of tbe town, and was- 
somewhat informal, calling for 60 barrels 
of flour, 7,000 pounds of pork or bacon, 
1,200 
pounds of sugar, 600 pounds of 


coffee, 1,000 pounds of salt, .10 bushels of 
onions, 1,000 pairs of shoes, 500 hats, ur 
$10,000 in money. 


The requisition was answered by Mr. 


David Kendlehart, President of Town 
Council, as follows : 


GETTYSBURG, PA., June 2t>, 1863. 


GENEKAL EARLY : 


Sir :—:The authorities of the 


Borough of Gettysburg, in answer to the 
demand made by you upon the said bor- 
ough and county, say their authority ex- 
tends but to the borough; that the requisi- 
tion cannot be given, a? it is utterly im- 
possible to comply. The quantities re- 
quired are far beyond that in our possess- 
ion. In compliance, however, to the de- 
coaads, we will request the stores to be 
open and the citizens to furnish whatever 
;hey can of such provisions, etc., as may 
be asked. Further we cannot promise. 


Bv authority of the Council of the Bor- 


ough of Gettysburg, I hereunto as Presi- 
dent of said Board, attach.my name.

"While these negotiations were pending 


t was discovered that a number of cars at 
the raiload depot were filled with supplies 
for Colonel Jennings' 26 regiment, P. V. 
M. These were at once seized and appro- 
priated by the invaders. It was probably 
this opportune capture of these stores and 
the receipt of orders by General Early 
about tbe same time to proceed at once to 
York, that saved the town from a burden- 
some lavy. 


Soon after tbe arrival of the enemy, the 


railroad bridge across Rock creek, half a 
mile east of the town, waa fired by otder 
of General Gordon, and while it was burn- 
ing a dozen or more cars, some filled with 
merchandise and others empty, were set 
on fire and started down the track, prob- 
ably for the purpose of assuring tha com- 
plete destruction of the bridge, but they 
ail passed over the burning structure and 
were consumed a short distance beyond. 
Altogether about twenty cars were burned, 
belonging to the Pennsylvania, Northern 
Central, and Hanover Branch railroad 
companies, besides threeor four belonging 
to individuals. One of the cars contained 
a supply of muskets tor Colooel Jennings' 
command, and these were alao destroyed, 
their captors professing to have no use lor 
them. 


Tbe Confederate advance .consisted of 


White's cavalry, .numbering about 180 
men, and aa they entered the town they 
charged up Chambersburg street ata rapid 
rate, in pursuit of a number of persons on 
horseback who were hurryiug out York 
and Baltimore streets, .trying to escape. 
\ few shots were fired, and f,he fugitives 
halted. In one instance a member of 
Bell's cavalry was pursued out the Balti- 
more pike for a distance of nearly two 
miles, by a Confederate cavalryman, and, 
jfter being vainly baited several times, 
was shot and instantly killed. 


Bell's cavalry, a homecompany, accept- 


ed by tbe Governor, and formally sworn 
into the United States Ben-ice for six 
months by Major Haller, on the 2ith, per- 


formed efficient service as scouts, frequent- 
ly coming in contact with tbe enemy, 
sometimes making narrow escapes. 


On Saturday, the 27th, the'enemy left 


Gettysburg for York, going by way of 
Hanover, Abbottstowa and East Berlin, 
three different routes. Sunday, the 28th, 
at noon, two regiments of Federal cavalry, 
about 2,000. strong, commanded by Colo- 
nel Copeland, arrived in Gettysburg from 
the direction of -Emiuitsburg. On Tues- 
day, the 30th, at about 10 a. m,, Oen'eral 
Pettigrew, of Hill's Corps, with his brig- 
ade, comprising several thousand men, ad- 
vanced OQ t'ue Caahtown pike to the top 
of, Seminary Ridge, on its way to town to 
aefiure a supply of shoes reported to be in 
iMellhenny's store, on Centre Square. The 
column halted on the hill for an hour or 
more, the advance in front of the Sheade 
house, when it quietly fell back without 
the coveted footwear, probably aware of 
the near approach of Meade's army. 
It 


was this same brigade, the next morning, 
commanded by General Henry Heth in 
person, who is authority for the statement, 
that precipitated the battle by its unex- 
pected encounter with Buford's Cavalry 
and the support which arrived so oppor- 
tunely. 


Major-General J. E. B. Sfcnarc, with the 


Confederate cavalry, crossed the Potomac 
river at Harper's Ferry, and managed to 
elude every cavalry force sent after him, 
until he reached the town of Hanover, 
where, on the 29th, he was defeated .by 
Kilpatrick in a fierce engagement of eight 
hours, after which he moved in the direc- 
tion of York and Carlisle. 


Meanwhile, on the llth and 12th of 


June, the Federal army had broken carnp 
and marched northward on a line nearly 
parallel with the enemy. The routes fol- 
lowed by tbe several portions of the army 
were not allowed to be known to thepub- 
lic, and it was not even known that Hook- 
er had crossed the Potomac until the 27th, 
when the general headquarters were at 
Frederick City. 


On this day General Hooker was re- 


lieved from the command of tbe A.rmy of 
tbe Potomac, which was conferred upon. 
Major-General George G. Meade, of Penn- 
sylvania. On the morning after assuming 
command, General Mende ordered the 
main body of his army northward into 
Pennsylvania, in the general direction of 
Harrisburg, on a line parallel with the 
route taken by Lee, but on the east side of 
the South Mountain range. 


Major-General Reynold?, commanding 


the First Corps, ocsc-pied the extreme left of 
the army, and was instructed by Meade to 
watch the movements of Lee carefully, but 
not to bring on a general engagement un- 
less it became imperatively necesaary to 
do so. 


On Tuesday, the 30th, about noon, the 


First Division of Federal Cavalry, under 
command of Major-General John Buford, 
nearly 0,000 strong, arrived from Emmits- 
burg, paseed through the town and went 
into camp a short distance west and north 
of it, near Seminary Ridge, the Firet Brig- 
ade, Colonel Gamble commanding, on tbe 
left, and the Second Brigade, Colonel 
Dovin, on the right; the reserve brigade, 


enerai Merritt, having been detached, 


was absent and under direct orders of the 
corps commander. 
Tbe same day tbe 


First Corps of infantry, 8,000 men, under 
Major-General John F. Reynolds, and the 
Eleventh Corps, numbering 15,000 men, 
commanded by General 0. 0. Howard, 


[arched from Emmitsburg to Marsh creek, 
ive miles southwest of Gettysburg, where 
hey encamped for the night, Reynolds 
having his headquarters at the public 
house of S. S. Morilz. It, was at this host- 
elry that Generals Reynolds and Howard 
were in consultation until a late hour of 
tbe night. It now became evident that a 
;reat battle was about to be fought in the 
mmediate vicinity of Gettysburg, invested 
ae it was by 28,000 Federal troops, and 
twice this number of Confederates. 


Gettysburg, the county-seat of Adams, 


:S situated on a beautiful plateau between 
iwo slightly elevated ridges, which have 
become famous by reason of tbe important 
Dart they were made to play in the grand 
diama enacted here. The elevation west 
of tbe town, a gently rising ground, is 
known as Seminary Ridge, the. Lutheran 
Theological Seminary being located here, 
and is distant just one mile from the cen- 
tre of the town, which it overlooks. This 
ridge extends many miles in a direction al- 
most due north and south from the Semi- 
nary, and formed the main line of Con- 
federate defences during the last two days 
of the battle. It was on this lidge, where 
the Ubambersburg pike crosses it, on the 
north side of the pike, a short distance 
west of the stone house, under several 
tents, that General I-3e established his 
headquarters after the first day's engage- 
ment. Tbe elevation east of the town is 
called Cemetery Hill, for the reason that 
Evergreen Cemetery, a beautiful burying 
jround, occupies some eighteen acres of 
jround on its eastern and western slopes, 
on the south side of the Baltimore pike, 
and about half a mile from the town. 
This ridge commences a few hundred 
yards north of the entrance to this ceme- 
tery," and extends far to the south in a line 
parallel to Seminary Ridge. Big and Lit- 
ile Round-Tops are both spurs of this 
ridge, which formed the main line of Fed- 
eral defences during the second and third 
days* fighting. A short distance east of 
the Cemetery this ridge curves sharply to 
tbe right, forming two rocky prominences, 
known respectively as Gulp's Hill and 
Spangler's Hill, and terminating in Wolf 
Hill, a rough and wooded knob east of 
Rock creek, a turbid stream winding 
among the hills and through the valleys of 
this erstwhile beautiful country. 


Gettysburg not only possesses many 


natural advantages for the fighting of a 
great battle in its neighborhood, but its 
numerous and excellent roads give it ad- 
ditional value from a strategic point of 
view, being situated at tbe convergence of 
ten great toads, which radiate from it like 
the spokes of a wheel, as follows: Tbe 
pike from Baltimore, by which theb'th and 
12th Corps were advancing, comes in on 
the southeast; the road from Taneytown, 
by which the 2nd was advancing, comes 
from the south ; that from Hanover, 'by 
which the 5th, as also much of the caval- 
ry; was approaching, cornea in on the 
southeast; that from Emmitsburg, 
by 


which the 1st, 3rd, and a portion of the 
lltb were advancing, comes from the 
southwest; that from Hagerstown,-so use- 
ful to Lee in his hasty retreat, comes from 
the southwest; that from Chambersburg, 
which was the main thoroughfare for Lee's 
infantry, cavalry, artillery, as also for large 
ammunition, wagon and ambulance trains, 
enters from the west; those from Carlisle, 
Shippensburg, Harrisburg and York—al 
used by Lee in the various movements ol 
bis army, coming from the north and east. 


BATTLE OF WEDNESDAY. 


On Wednesday, July 1st, at 9.30 o'clock 


.in the morning, skirmishing began be- 
tw«en General Butord'e dismounted cav«J-

ry and the advancing Confederates, led by 
Genera! Heth, of Hill's Corps, and by 10 
o'clock the artillery was brought into play. 
Willoughby's run flows immediately west 
of 
the 
position occupied 
by 
Buford. 


Hetn's and Fender's Divisions of Hill's 
Corps, numbering 20,000 men, had moved 
down the Chambersburg pike, and had 
taken a position along the line of the 
stream just mentioned, followed by Ander- 
son's Division of the same Corps, occupy- 
ing a position near the Hngerstown road. 
Skirmishing soon brought on a sharp en- 
gagement, the gallant Buford bravely hold- 
ing his ground against a greatly superior 
force of the enemy. 


Meantime General Reynolds, on receiv- 


ng intelligence from Buford of the pres- 
ence of the enemy in strong force, hastily 
broke camp at Marsh Creek, five miles 
distant, and hurried, up his corps, at tbe 
same time ordering General Howard to 
bring up tbe llth corps as quickly as pos- 
sible. Howard's corps had also been ad- 
vaucing on the Emmitsburg road, but 
inding it crowded and obstructed by the 
wagon train of the 1st corps, one or two 
of tbe divisions ol the llth corps took a 
parallel road leading to the Taneytown 
road, hurrying to the front on the latter. 


When the advance of tbe 1st corps 


reached Sherfy's Peach 
Orchard, 
two 


miles from Gettysburg, and while many 
of the men were slaking their thirst and 
rilling their canteens with water drawn 
from Wentz's (now Beecher's) well, the 
sound of a single cannon shot rang out 
upon the still morning air, reverberating 
among the bills and mountains. Instantly 
a rising column of smoke indicated the 
position of the gun as in tbe direction of 
Lohr's Hill on tbe Cbambersburg pike, 
about three-and-a half miles from Gettys- 
burg. Scarcely bad the sound of the first 
discharge died away when it was fol- 
owed in raoid succession by other shota. 


In an instant, as it seemed, Captain 


Mitchell, a gallant aide on General Rey- 
nold's staff, came dashing along with or- 
ders to the different commanders to push 
forward as rapidly as possible. The 1st 
Corps marched in the following order: 
.st Division under General vVadswortb ; 
3d Divison, General Doubleday; next 
came five full batteries of artillery under 
Colonel Wainwright; aud bringine up 
he rear came the lid Division of General 
Sobinson. At this point the order was 


B'iven to double-quick, which was in- 
stantly obeyed.'the troops in the advance 
teeping the road to within fifty or sixty 
yards of the brick house on the Codori 
arm, where, after the fencing had been 
removed by the pioneer corps, they ob- 
iqued to the left in a winding, serpentine 
course through the fields in the direction 


>f Seminary Ridge, which they reached a 
dhort distance south of the Seminary. 
.Vadsworth's Division, composed of Mere- 
dith's and Cutler's Brigades, as has been 
jtated, had tbe advance, with Cutler on 
on the right and Meredith on tbe left. 


Arriving at tbe Seminary, the near pres- 


jnce of the enemy became at once mani- 
est. General Reynolds promptly ordered 
a battery in position, and rode forward to 
select ground for a line of battle. 
Reacb- 


,ng a fence at the edge of a body of timber 
n which were concealed the sharpshooters 
of the enemy he was struck, the ball pass- 
ing through the neck and killing him al- 
most instantly. 
Sadly unfortunate for 


lim and for his country, that so sorely 
aeeded his well-tried services, he fell into 
;he arms of an aide, and was carried to 
,he rear. Major Abner Doubleday imme- 
diately assumed command of the Corps, 
jut there was no time to wait for orders 
..•om tbe new commander. 
Instantly, 


right and left, Cutler, with his veterans, 
and Meredith, with bis famous "Iron 
Brigade," wheeled into line on tbe double- 
quick. Cutler, having the advance, open- 
ed the attack. Meredith became engaged 
a few minutes later. The fighting on the 
right was fearful for a while, and resulted 
in the capture of a portion of Davis' Miss- 
issippi Brigade, which had taken refuge 
in an unfinished railroad cut. On the 
left the struggle was, if possible, still 
more severe and bloody. 
A strong force 


advanced from tbe woods on tbe edge of 
which Reynolds had fallen but a short 
while before, and, though volley after vol- 
ley was poured into the column, the men 
did not 
waver, 
Tbe 
proximity and 


strength of the enemy at last became so 
threatening that tbe 2d Division was 
ordered to make a charge, which was suc- 
cessful. 
Many of the enemy were shot, 


bayoneted and driven to partial retreat, a 
considerable portion of Archer's Brigade 
of North Carolina troops being taken pris- 


aers on tbe hanks of Willoughby's Run. 
The Federal ranks 'suffered severely in 


this action, and it was evident such fight- 
ing could not long continue. Wadsworth's 
brave men, who had been contending for 
two hours against a superior force, began 
to show signs of exhaustion. 


Rodes' division of 12,000 men was press- 


ing the Federal troops eo bard that they 
were beginning tp give way, and the re- 
inforcements now coming up, under Schurz 
and Barlow, at the double-quick, took 
their position on tbe extreme right, and 
for an hour drove back the advancing foe. 


General Early.of Hill's Corps,then threw 


the weight of his troops on the scales. 
Thus the enemy had 40,000 men and 
as many more in supporting distance, and 
the Federal troops, to avoid death or cap- 
ture, were compelled to fall back on Ceme- 
tery hill, where Steinwebr's division was 
ready to support them. The 1st Corps 
moved through the town in, perfect order, 
and took up its p.osition on the left and 
rent ot Steinwebr, The llth Corpe, which 


was heavily pressed, lost over 2,500 cap- 
tured in passing through tbe town, and 
took up a position in front, and on the 
right centre of the hill. 


The two corps were now on the hill 'at 


•1.30 P. M. The effective (ire of the artil- 
lery and of the sharpshooters prevented 
any pursuit by the euenay. When th» two 
corps were in position, General Hancock 
arrived, and proceeded to carry out the 
orders of General Meade, by posting the 
different corps as they came up. The ]2ch 
corps was posted on Gulp's Hill, extend- 
ing to VVolf Hill, and the 3d corps, ou the 
left of the 1st corps, on Cemetery Hill. 


On the Confederate side, Rodes' and 


Early's divisions of Ewell's corps occupi- 
ed the town ; thence tbe line extended a 
mile east to Rock creek. Johnston's divi- 
sion of this corps arrived the next day, 
July 2d, and occupied the extreme left 
beyond this stream. 
Hill's corps was 


posted on Seminary Ridge, with Hetb's 
division on the left, extending from the 
Chambersburg pike to the Mumtnasburg 
road, next came Fender and then Ander- 
son ; then McLaws' division of Long- 
street's corps, which, with Anderson's 
men, 
had come up too late to participate 


in the first day's battle. Hood came up 
with his division the next morning, and 
took up a position on the enemy's extreme 
right. 


Thus matters were on the night of July 


1st. The two corps of brave Union troops 
had fought vastly superior numbers, and 
had lost heavily ; among others, their be- 
loved 
commander, General Reynolds, 


killed, and 
General 
Barlow 
severely 


wounded. Schurz's division of the llth 
corps had, in the morning, been 3,600 
strong, and lost 2,200 in killed, wounded, 
and prisoners. 


Tbe Federal position was excellent, and 


the confidence of the troops in Meade was 
unbounded. Slocuro'a Corps and part of 
Sickles' Corps came up in the eveuiug, 
aud when General Meade and ptaff arriv- 
ed, at midnight, the spirits of the troops 
rose to enthusiasm. The enemy were 
boastful 
and predicted destruction to 


Meade's army on the morrow. The terri- 
fied townspeople had seen the Harman 
homestead burned to the ground in the 
morning, and 
were disheartened 
and 


anxious. 


General Meade received intelligence of 


the engagement at Gettysburg about noon, 
while he was on Pipe Creek Hill, near 
Taneytown, Maryland, about 14 miles 
distant, selecting a Hue of battle. Shortly 
afterwards a second message arrived, an- 
nouncing the death of General Reynolds. 
Meade al once dictated an order to Gen- 
eral Hancock, dated 1.10 P. M., directing 
him to turn over his corps, tbe 2d, to 
General Gibbon and proceed to the front, 
assume command of all the troops, and 
make such dispositions as tbe exigencies 
of the situation might require. 
Hancock 


arrived on the field at 3.30 P. M., while 
the retreat to Cemetery Hill was in prog- 
ress and did much by bis presence and 
nnuence to restore order and inspire tbe 
men with confidence in themselves and 
heir new position. About 5 P. M., Gen- 
eral Sickles arrived from Emmiteburg 
with the principal part of the Sd corps, 
and took position on Cemetery Hill to the 
eft of the 2d. corps, occupying nearly the 
whole of the line to Round Top. An hour 
later, Slocum's 12tb corps advanced from 
Two Taverns, on the Baltimore Pike, and 
occupied the extreme right of the line. 


BATTLE OF THURSDAY. 


Cemetery Hill, the centre of the posi- 


tion of the Union Army, was occupied by 
tbe lltb Corps, under the command of 
Majoi-General Howard, 
General Ames 


holding the angle east of the Baltimore 
turnpike, and Generals Schurz and Stein- 
wehr being in the Cemetery, with a stone- 
wall on the north for defence, and an ap- 
ple orchard (now the National Cemetery) 
in front, serving as a cover for the infantry 
and artillery. 
Thirty-four guns were 


placed in battery by Major Osborne on 
Cemetery Hill; and on the portion of the 
hill east of the Cemetery and the Balti- 
more turnpike,six batteries were stationed, 
protected by earthern redoubts called 
lunettes. 


Wadsworth's division of the First Corpe 


occupied a position east of the turnpike, 
extending from the llth Corps on Ceme- 
tery Hill to Geary's Division, on the left 
of the 12th Corps, which constructed and 
held the timber breastworks on the crest 
of Gulp's Hill. These works extended 
along the summit of the Hill for nearly n 
mile. 


The 12th Corps, under Major-General 


Slocum, occupied the line of breastworks 
on Gulp's Hill to McAllister's Mill, a 
point on Rock Creek, about a mile and a 
half southeast of Cemetery Hill. Gen- 
eral Lockwood'a Brigade held the ground 
from the Creek to the crest of the hill. 
General Williams' Division was on tbe 
summit, and General Geary's on ' the 
Western slope, reaching to Wadsworth's 
Division of tbe 1st Corp's, which extended 
to the lltb on the left. Doubleday's 
Division of tbe 1st Corps was placed in 
Zieglei's Grove, on the western elope of 
Cemetery Hill, and beyond tbe Taney- 
town road. 


The 2d Corps, under Major-General 


Hancock, lay in the open fields south of 
the grove. This was the weakest point of 
our line, there being no natural defences 
whatever, our men being sheltered by 
breastworks oi rails and earth, hastily 
thrown up, with batteries placed in their 
rear, so as to fire over their men in the 
trenches, and sweep the ground in their 
front. 
General Hayes' 
Diviiion 


placed on the right, itn extreme right rest- 
ing upon the grove, Gibbon's Division in 
the centre, and Caldwell's on the left. 


The 3d Corps, under Major-General 


Sickles, took a position on the left of Han- 
cock. This corps e.vteaded down to and 
on the west of Hound-Top, the extreme 
left of the Union position. 


On Thursday Sickles' Corps was in ad- 


vance of the position it held on Friday, a 
part being stationed in the woods, imme- 
diately west of and in front of both the 
Round-Tops. 


The 
5th Corps, under command of 


Major-General Sykes, and tbe 6th, under 
Major-General Sedgwick, were stationed 
iu the rear of these, in the intervening 
space between tbe Baltimore turnpike and 
the Taueytown road, and in a position 
nearly equi-distant from 
the extreme 


points of the Union line, viz., Cemetery 
Hill in the centre, McAllister Mill on the 
right, and Round-Top on the extreme 
left. Major-General Pleasanton, who com- 
manded tbe cavalry, with the divisions of 
Kilpatrick and Gregg, took a position on 
the extreme right, near the Baltimore 
turnpike, and beyond McAllister's Mill, 
and east of tbe creek. Buford's Division 
was placed to the southeast of Round-Ton, 
so as to protect the Union left. The re- 
serve artillery and ammunition trains were 
parked to the east of Round-Top under 
shelter of this great natural fortification. 


Ou Thursday and Friday, July 2d and 


3d, Rodee' Division oi Ewell's Corps oc- 
cupied the town on tbe right; Early's 
Division, in the centre, was placed to the 
east of the town ; and Johnston's Divis- 
ion, on the left, extended from Early's 
down Rock Cnaik, in front of Slocum's 
Corps, it beinji covered and protected by 
ravines and a thick growth of timber. 
Hill took a position on Oak Ridge, bis ex- 
treme left resting on the Mummasburg 
road, and his right extending to the left of 
Longstreet's Corps, at a point south ol the 
Hagerstown road, the Division of Ander- 
son occupying the right, that of Pender 
the centre, and that of Heth the left. 
Longstreet's Corps was placed on the 
right of Hill's, extending along the ridge 
from Hill's Corps, to the 
Kuimitaburg 


road at a point directly west of Round- 
Top, the extreme right of the Confederate 
line ; Hood's Division being on the right 
McLaw's in the centre, and Pickett's on 
the left. This division did not arrive till 
Friday morning, when it took position as 
stated. 


Batteries were stationed along the entire 


line of Hill's and Longstreet's Corps, on 
the summit of Oak Ridge, and also to tbe 
north and northeast of the town, extend- 
ing from the Shippensburg to the Bon- 
neauville road, on every available point. 


During the early part of Thursday both 


armies remained very quiet. With the 
exception of occasional skirmishing by 
sharpshooters, not a shot was fired. Tbe 
movements of the enemy, as observed 
rom the Union line, indicated that Lee 
was massing his army on our right. 
Large bodies of troops were seen in tbe 
diatance, but their movements afterwards 
proved, as they were suspected to be, 
mere feints; for in reality the enemy 
were all the time actively massing on our 
extreme left, the nature of the ground 
being such that he could do so without 
being observed from the Union position. 
During the forenoon, and until three 
o'clock in the afternoon, an occasional 
shot was fired from some one of our guns 
at the enemy, but without eliciting any 
response. 


A few minutes after three o'clock, p. m., 


Sickles, with tbe Third Corps, was ordered 
to take position to tbe left of the Second 
Corps. 
Sickles, after examining the 


ground carefully, and believing there was 
no position to take, as ordered, advanced 
to tbe west until he bad almost reached 
the Ptach Orchard, on the Einmitsbnrg 
road. The Ninth Massachusetts Battery, 
Captain Bieelow, accompanied 
tbe in- 


fantry, and was moved forward to a posi- 
tion near tbe Emmitsbuig road to cover 
tbe advance. 


The enemy was prepared. A battery 


opened on Longstreet's extreme, right, 
another and another, until tbe fire extend- 
ed along the entire front line northward 
to the Seminary. 
The cannonading was 


furious, disernbowling horses and plowing 
op the earth. The air was filled with 
strange, unnearthly noises, caused by the 
sharp whistling of rifle balls and round- 
shot, and whistling noises of shells over- 
head and all around. 


The response was prompt. In the brief 


space of three minutes tbe earth trembled 
with tbe awful concussion of two hundred 
pieces of ytillery. 
Two lines of the 


enemy, preceded by skirmishers, came up. 
They numbered from 30,000to 35,000 men, 
and they advanced with cheers and yells. 
While Stckles's corps held them in check, 
a division from Lougstreet moved upon his 
left flank, and attempted to get between 
him and Round-Top. '*8end up batteries 
and send up men," was Sickle's request. 
The enemy were now close upon Bigelow's 
guns. 
The artillerists attached to the 


battery were nine months men, and had 
never before been under fire. 


"I want you to bold on till lean get two 


batteries upon tbe ridge," said Major Mc- 
Gilvery, who was in command of the ar- 
tillery on the left. 
"(Jive them grape and 


canister," he added. 
Captain Bigelow 


gave them all he had, and then opened 
with spherical case. 


The Confederates were desperate. Sick- 


lee waa pushed back toward tbe ridge. 
A battery of tbe enemy hastened op and 
unlimbered close upon Bigelow. 
The 


Southerners raehed upon his guns. He 
blew them from the muzzles, and filled 
the air with the shattered 
fragments 


of 
human bodies. 
The battary plant- 


ed in front of the Trostle House, lost 
eighty horses, four guns out of six, and 
three out ol four of ita officers were killed 
or wonnded, but it succeeded in delaying 
the advance of the enemy. 
Sergeant 


Dodge went down killed instantly; al*> 
Sergeant Gilson, Lipman, Ferris, and Nut- 
ting. Tureeof Bigelow's cannoneers were 
gone, twenty-two of hia men were wound- 
ed, and himself shot through the side, yet 
'ie held ou till McGilvery got up his two 
batteries. He brought off five limbers 
and twu of his pieces, dragging them iu 
l>art by hand. 
The enemy seized the four 


pieces with shouts of victory, waved their 
Hags aud came on for new triumphs. At 
this time, a fresh division, Humphreys', 
coming up and 
reinforcing Sickles, a 


charge was made and the guns of Bigelow 
were recovered. 


The Fifth Corps now came up. 
The 


Second Corps, aud Doubleday's Division 
of the Firet Corps, were engaged before 
Ibe Fifth arrived. Twoof Slocum's Divi- 
sions were aow brought over from Gulp's 
Hill. Still theenomy advanced. Battery 
uster battery of the reserve artillery was 
railed foi. 
The Sixth, Corps, which had 


just arrived upon the field, came up as 
fupporta, a part of them taking position at 
the eastern base of Round-Top, and the 
rest supported the left centre. 


A body of Confederates having advanced 


(luring the light to tbe summit of Little 
Hound-Top, General M«adn dispatched 


i ieneral Crawford with the First 
and 


Fifth Kivinioni, of the Pennsylvania Re- 
Hjrveu, to disIodBo them. They first re- 
ceived (.he fire of the Sixth Corps, and 
then the Reserves. The Bucktaile under 
sjolonel Fred. Taylor, brother of Bavanl 
Taylor led the advance, moving across the 
Valley of Death, up tlie crest and over 
llouck's Hidge, driving the enemy before 
ihero and capturing a considerable num- 
!>er of them. Colonel Taylor was killed a 
a nliort distance north of Devil's Den, 
while leading his men up to the summit 
of th« hill. 


l-eavinc Round-Top, the citadel t'-it 


guards the left of the Union line, in the 
lirm grip of tbe man who so heroically 
defended it, turn now to the further con- 
duct of the fight on Sickles' front. 
A« 


won as it was apparent that the enemy 
•vas intent on making a determined fight 
'ipon the I'nion left, realizing the danger 
which was threatening Sickles' thin line, 
General Meade exerted himself to the 
iitmost to succor the hard pressed men. 
General Hancock, who had been called ou 
tar help, promptly seat an entire division 
composed of four brigades under General 
Caldweli. 


General Humphreys, though expecting 


every moment to be himself attacked, 
ind having a difficult position then to 
hold, detached one of his regiments, 
Saving previously parted with one of hia 
brigades, and hurried it away, in response 
to the urgent appeals of both Sickles and 
Birney. 
The divisions of Barnes and 


Ayres of the Fifth Corps were also lirought 
up. 


While Hood was making his desperate 


onslaught upon tbe defenders of Little 
Round-Top, McLaws, with the aid of 
Auderaon'e Division of Hill's Corps, was 
making a no lees determined, and far morn 
successful assault upon Birney's right. 
It 


fell with tbe greatest weight upon that 
part of the line about the Peach Orchard ; 
and at this point it waa first broken. But 
the brigade of De Trobriand had original- 
ly been formed principally facing west- 
ward, and as the enemy advanced to 
follow up the retiring forces OR his front 
at tiie Peach Orchard, De Trobriand was 
still able to maintain bis position and to 
do good execution. But the pressure soon 
became too great for b:;n to withstand, 
and he was oDliged to give ground. 
The 


enemy having forced bis way in upon the 
Wheatfield, was pressing bis flauk and 
rear. 
It was a critical moment. Instant- 


ly rallying the remnantsof the Fifth Michi- 
gan, 
and the one Hundred and Tenth 


Pennsylvania, and by the aid of General 
Birney, who brought the Seventeenth 
Maine and a New Jertey Regiment under 
Colonel Burling into line, he made a de- 
termined charge, and regained the lost 
ground and the stone wall which had af- 
forded protection. 
This was the last 


effort of this brigade, for it was shortly 
after relieved by /look's Brigade of Cald- 
weli's Division. 


In the meantime, Barnes, with the Di- 


visions of Tilton and Sweitzer, had moved 
forward and taken position in a wood on 
tbe right of the Wheat field, Sweitzer up- 
on the left and Tilton upon the right. 
The ground occupied by tbe latter was 
wooded and rocky, while the left extended 
into an open ravine. Barnes' Division had 
scarcely gained it? position, when the 
enemy was seen advancing up this ravine. 
In danger of beinji outflanked, Sweitzer 
wheeled the several regiments of hid brig- 
ade to the left and rear, giving the advan- 
tage of three lines supporting each other. 
Sweitzer was thus able easily to hold his 
position. 
But Tilton, having been less 


fortunately posted, was unable to maintain 
his ground. This left Sweitzer in a peril- 
ous situation, as he likewise fell back. 
Tbe rugged country to the west and south 
of the Peach Orchard was now the d_rk 
and bloody ground, and over it the tide of 
battle swayed with destructive force. The 
enemy bad gained possession, and waa 
doubtless settling down upon it to console / 
•himself for his grievous losses, when the 
division of Caldweli came to the rescue. 
With the brigades of Cross and Kelly in 
advance, supported by Brooke and Zook, 
Caldweli swept forward. So troops ever 
evinced greater valor, as the enemy was 
driven before them ; but their losses were 
fearful, as the irregularities of the field en- 
abled the enemy, who was concealed in 
advantageous positions, to rise up from un- 
expected quarters and pour in a most de- 
structive fire. Indeed, the contest had 
been so long and so stubbornly maintained, 
that the foe was becoming desperate and 
impatient 
of further resistance. 
The 


First Brigade was commanded by the gal- 
lant Colonel Cross, of the First New Hamp- 
shire, who, while leading his troops 
in the most intrepid manner, was slain. 
The situation was becoming every mom- 
ent more and more complicated, as the 
enemy, having broken the line, was able 
to dispose bis troops under cover so as to 
aweep the ground from several directions. 
The Wheat field and the broken xnrf&ce 
to its west had become a slaughter-pen.

I 
consequence of the operations of thi 
monopoly the cost of printing paper has 
been steadily rising until it has becom 
& heavy burden to publishers. Oae news 
paper in the Interior of the State (Tit. 
Xittamug Tribune) Das announced ai 
advance in the price of its jearly sub 
scriptlon, and others will be obliged t 
follow the example unless a repeal of th 
duties on paper should destroy th 
monopoly.

ty centenaries, for within a few month 
tea counties will have attained the bun 
dredth anniversaries of their formation 
A like Juxtaposition of event and cele 
bratory oppoitunity will not agaiu occu 
in the history of this Suite. 


The Hist of the ten to reach ita uen 


tenary will be Adams, which was carve' 
out of York ou January ±2, 1SOO. Al 
though the Battle of Gettysburg tuad 
Adams one of the most conspicuous coun 
ties m the Union there will be no celebra 
tion of the anniversary ; and so far as w 
are aware none of the other counties re 
ferred to are arranging for any extraordi 
nary observance of the occasion. Fol 
lowing Adams in pomt of age is Centr 
county, which on .February 13,1800, wa 
iormed of a part each of Mitlliu, i>Iorth 
umberlaud, Lycomiiig and Huntingdon 


On March 12,1SOO, eight new countie 


were erected—the biggest day's work in 
county making over performed by th 
Pennsylvania Legislature. Those eigb 
are : Armstrong, formed of parts of Al 
legtseny, Westmoreland and Lycoming 
Butler, erected out of a part of Alle 
gheny; Beaver, taken tiom Allegheny 
and Washington ; Crawford, from Alle 
gheny; Erie, from Allegheny ; Mercer 
from Allegheny; Venango, from Alle 
gheny and Lycoming ; Warren, from Al 
legbeny aud Lycoming. 
These eigh 


counties are neighboring, reaching north 
ward from Allegheny to the Xew I'ork 
line, aud contain a total area of uearl; 
sir thousand square miles, or more than 
one-eighth of that of the whole State. 


A special historical event, such as this 


simultaneous creation of so many coun 
ties, deserves special prominence; anc 
since it has become the fashion to mark 
with public exercises anniversary periods 
in the chronicle of territorial divisions 
and sub-divisions, it would ba peculiarly 
appropriate for the eight ceutenuia 
counties, if they iuiend to observe the 
occasion at all, to have a common anc 
combined celebiation of the recurrence 
of their natal day. 
Such a jubilee at the 


capital of some one of the counties would 
be more imposing than separate celebra- 
tions at eight county-seats. 


A HOOD BEGlXXIMi. 


The bill introduced into tho Senate by 


Senator Peiirose making an appropiia- 
tion for building roads in the United 
States is a movement in the right direc 
tion. The burden of making permanent 
highways should not be allowed to fall 
forever upon local centres. The average 
cost of good stone roads is frora two to 
three thousand dollars per mile, and it 
is manifest that few ruial communities 
can afford to go into their building to 
any large extent except where in some 
favored localities the suburban popula- 
tion is made up of millionaires, as is tht- 
case in planes near Philadelphia and in 
some parts of New Jersey. The ideal 
road law would be that which would ap- 
portion the cost of construction among 
the Federal, the State aud the local au 
thoritiee iu the proper proportion, and 
in no other way can this country have 
the roads which we ought to have, and 
which prevail in EjgUnd, France and a 
few other countries iu Europe. As the 
cities grow in population, and become 
more complex, the tendency to live iu 
the country for the greater portion ol 
the. year increases, and living in the 
country cannot be what it should be 
while the dirt road of our piimitive 
times remains to vex us. Every year 
millions of dollars are absolutely wasted 
in the United States in the rei,air ot 
dirt roadg which are returned to their 
original condition of uuh'tness by the 
Qr»t hard ram that follows. 
In the last 


hundred years money enough has been 
wasted in this way to gridiron the entire 
country with permanent roads ; yet, be- 
cause local communities cannot raise b) 
taxation in any single year a sum suffi- 
cient to make a large beginning toward 
a better condition, the old order con- 
tinues, and so, for several mouths in 
every year the rural districts become al- 
most Isolated, becausa people cannot go 
from place to place without floundering 
through seas of mad, or being bounced 
over ruts that threaten instant disloca- 
tion of every bone in rtieir bodies. 


It is time the United States govern- 


ment should begin to do something 
really tangible and worth while in the 
way of internal improvements, and Sen- 
ator Penrose's bill promises a beginning 
of a work that ought to have been un- 
dertaken long ago.—Pkila.. Jivrtli Amcri. 
can. 


THE VRESIDKST'S POLICY.

eridge, of Indiana, nor Senator Wolcott, 
of Colorado, who differ so widely from 
et.ch other iu regard to the Philippines, 
ia the true expoueut of thecolouial pol- 
icy of President McKmiey.

Tilt: ROBERTS CASE. 


There is no question of the correctness 


of the decision of the special committee 
of the House that Brigharn H. Roberts, 
of Utah, is a violator of the laws of the 
United States against polygamy. 
On 


this point the committee is unanimous, 
as the evidence is too clear for dispute 
But the majority of the committee go to 
the length of declaring that Mr. Roberta 
was not eligible, and, therefore, was not 
elected. 
Whether the committee aud 


the House will draw from this the con- 
clusion that Mr. Roberts' Republican 
opponent (Mr. Eldridire) Is entitled to 
the seat remains to be seen. 
The 


minority of the special committee— one 
Republican and one Democrat — are of 
the opinion that the election of Mr. 
Roberts is incontestable, but that as a 
Mormon violator of the law he should be 
expelled trom the House after having 
oeen seated. 


So far aa Roberts himself is concerned 


both processes would lead to the same 
result; but the difference is very great 
rom the standpoints of constitutional 
aw and parliamentary practice. There 
was no pretense that he had not a large 
majority of votes, or that his certificate 
f election by the authorities of Utah 
was not of legal form and validity in 
every respect. When he presented hiin- 
elf at the door of tbe House at the first 
meeting of the new Congress he had as 
?ood a right to take his seat aa any other 
nember of that body. He should, there- 
ore, have been admitted on his certifl 
ate of election, just as Speaker Heuder 
on w!»s admitted. 
Then would have 


insen the proper occasion to contest bis 
liability on the ground of his violation 
f the laws of the United States. His 
olemn expulsion on this ground would 
ave been tbe more ignominious, and 
he action of the House would have been 
ntitled to more respect because of its 
onformity with 
constitutional pre- 


edents. 
But the majority of the House were 


nfluenced by the passionate clamors of 
eople who knew little of parliamentary 
aw in such cases, and who cared still 


; and the majority of the special 


ommittee, under tbe same pressure, 
ave decided that Mr. Roberts was not 
ligible, and, therefore, not elected. Tfle 
Jnority of tbe committee have taken 
he only tenable position— namely, that 
Ir. Roberta should have been admitted 
o his seat with the other members-elect 
f the House, aud then expelled on the 
roof of his polygamous practices. This 
ould have been in harmony with the 
ules of parliamentary proceeding ; but 
t is probable that the House will sustain 
he report of the majority of the special 
ommittee by an overwhelming vote on 
he moral aspect of the Mormon's case, 
vhich really has nothing to do with this 
mportant question. — £.1.

The Pension Appropriation bill, curry-

$145,245,250, was passed 
by the 


House on Friday, 
ft was made the ve- 


hicle of an attack upon the Commissioner 
of Pensions by Mr. Curtis (Rep., Kan.), 
who was seconded by Mr. Lentz and Mr. 
Xorton, of Ohio, and Mr. Robinson, of 
Indiana, and other Northern Democrats. 
All inveighed agiunpt tbe lack of liberality 
in tbe administration of the pension laws. 


A bill was introduced on Thursday by 


Senator Penrose which provides that tbe 
proceedings of the Grand Army of tbe 
Republic may be made a part of the pub- 
lic records. 
These oroceedinga shall in. 


elude all the business of national encamp- 
ments and such general and spec'al orders 
aa may be in-sued by the Department Com- 
manders. The reports of the proceedings 
are to be printed and bound under the di- 
rection of the Interior Department and 
copies sent to each State and national 
officer, aud the various encampments. The 
publication is to begin with the proceed- 
ings of the last National Encampment 
held in Philadelphia. 


Puerto Kico is soon to have tbe legisla- 


tion she wants, giving her free trade with 
the United States aud a suitable civil gov- 
ernment. President McKinley's efforts to 
that end have been continued steadily

The effect of tbe discovery of tlie Quay- 


Clarke alliance is much more apparent ou 
the Eepubhcan than on the Democratic 
side of the .Senate, because almost all the 
nen who were expected to vote for Quay 
are Republicans, while Mr. Quay has 
never had a Democratic vote that be 
could count upon until he got that of 
Senator Clark, of Montana. 
But ou the 


Republican side some of tbe best men in 
the Senate were disposed to vote for 
Quay's admission simply on the ground 
taken by Senator Hoar, and by .some of 
them before, that, under the Constitution, 
Governor Stone had a right to make the 
appointment. Tbe discovery of the Quay- 
Clark alliance has made these mea feel 
that they can no more vote for Mr. Quay 
than they can vote for Mr. Clark, against 
whose peculiar methods tbey are bitterly 
opposed. 


It was agreed -when the Quay case came 


up in the Senate, one of the chief oppon- 
ents of the Pennsylvania would be Senator 
Burrows. It was expected that he might 
even write the majority report against 
Quay, but he will not, aud tbe Washing- 
ton correspondent of the iV. Y. Evening 
f'osl gives as a reason that Senator Bur- 
rows ia just now a very busy man.

William J. Bryan arrived here this 


morning from Frankfort, Kv., and took a 
room at the Metropolitan Hotel. Shortly 
after breakfast he received a number o: 
callers, including Senator Jones, of Arkan 
sas, Representative Richardson, of Ten- 
nessee, aud others. 


Mr. Bryan spent several hours of the 


day at the Capitol, visiting both the Sen- 
ate and 
House 
wings. 
His politica 


friends gave him a cordial greeting, anc 
many strangers in the building, recogniz- 
ing him, insisted upon shaking bands. 


Mr. Bryan, on being asked to make a 


statement regarding an interview sent oul 
from Minneapolis recently to thu effect 
that he had changed his "lews regarding 
imperialism, said : 


"lam opposed to imperialism. 1 atn 


opposed to the permanent retention of the 
Phillippiues. I believe this Government 
should at once declare its purpose to give 
independence to the Filipinos oa the 
same terms that independence has been 
promised to the Cubans; and 1 believe 
further, we should protect the Filipinos 
from outside interference while they work 
out their destiny, just as we have pro- 
tected tbe South American and Central 
American republics." 


In further explaining 
position he 


declared he was not opposed to all expan- 
sion, but each proposed annexation must 
be settled upon its merits, and territory 
should not be obtained without the con- 
sent of the inhabitants thereof. In other 
words he believed in a republic and not 
in an empire. 


Mr. Bryan is still an advocate of silver 


and to quite a number of his friends today 
stated tuafc tiie Democratic party could 
not afford to ignore that issue in the plat- 
:orm to be adopted by the national con- 
tention. It was evident, though, in his 
conversations be did not make as strong 
a point on that question, as formerly, and 
this leads many people to assume that if 
be is again to be the nominee of bis party 
newer and fresher issues are to be made 
tbe leading ones in the campaign.

Minutes of 


BATTLE HAS BEGUN. 


KrltKh Are Said To Have J>rlvttn In 


Pluuk Of The liutu-n. 


The war news is epitomized of the 


Ea,llo. fMn of yesterday w follows : 


A battle between tbe British and Boers 


poutbweat of Ladysrnitb, Natal, haa been 
raging tv. o days. 


The Boers, at last advices, were stil 


holding their main positions, though the 
British were said to have driven in their 
right flank. 


Two hundred and ninety of tbe British 


wounded have been sent back from the 
front. 
Tbe full extent of tbe losses is not 


known yet. 


The main British attack has been made 


on the Boers' right Hank by Gen. Sir 
Chas. Warren's division, which has been 
heavily reinforced. Brigades under Gens. 
Woodgate, Hart and Hildyard, the whole 
being directed by General Clery, advanced 
from hill to hill. The Boera compelled 
the British to light up hill ail tha time. 


General Buller, at 9 p. m., Sunday, 


cabled to tbe London War Offioa : "It is 
difficult to say exactly how much we have 
gained, but I think we are making sub- 
stantial progress." 


While the attack on the Boers' right 


fUnk was proceeding, General Lyttluton's 
troops made a reconnoiasance in force on 
tbe Boer left four miles north of Potgie- 
ter's drift. At tbe same time this position 
was heavily bombarded by General Bui- 
ler's cannon. The objoct was to prevent 
the Boers on the left from 
reinforcing 


those on the right. 


The present Boer position, aa indicated 


by tbe dispatches, ia about 10 miles long, 
extending southwest of Ladysmitb, ao as 
to block the British advance. At no place 
have tbe British, so far as known, forced 
their way nearer to Ladysmith than 1C 
miles, being held off by the Boer intrencb- 
ments. 


Tbe Boers are following their usual tac- 


tics—making resistance aud then retreat- 
ing in good order to prepared positions. 
As they are working from the interior of 
their lines, they may be able to bring 
strong forces to defend their mam posi 
tion. 


nfiral Warren is supposed to have 


about 16,000 men and 30 guns. Lyttleton, 
it is indicated, has about 8,000 men and 
18 guns. General Buller's total force is 
estimated at not leas than 45,000. The 
strength of the Boers is unknown. 


The last act of the battle will doubtless 


be au assault in force on the main Boer 
position. This may have occurred already, 


t may occur today. London, in breath- 


less suspense, awaits the result.

THE BATTLE 


OF GETTYSBURG. 


FUCOt FORMER PAGE. 


ades of Brooke and Zook, came up, it was 
discovered that a battery had been eo 
ported by the enemy as to greatly annoy 
the Cmon troops. Determined So capture 
or eilence it. Colonel Brooke led a charge 
of hia brigade. But, though it waa vigor- 
oaf ly made, and with the most unwaver- 
ing intrepidity, Brooke soon found his 
flanka exposed to a withering fire, which, 
if continued, would annihilate his line, 
and he was forced to withdraw, himself re- 
ceiving a severe wound. 


The original position of Sickles, facing 


south, which had been held by Birney 
with nuch stubborn valor, had finally to 


»nd steel-banded gun-carriages knocked 
into shapeless masses. Solid shot, Whit- 
worth 
rille sbot, shrapnel, shells, and 


every imaginable misaile known to the 
\ dread catalogue of war's art, were cease- 


esaly hurle-J forth. Scarcely had the 
battle opened, ere the powerful missiles 
:egan to fall in the very midst of the little 
arm-house, where General Meade had 
made his headquarters. As shots began 
o strike about the place, the General 
came to the door and told the staff who 
were in waiting, that the enemy manifest- 
y had the range of his quarters, and that 
they had better find a safer place. It was 
about this time that General Headquarters 
were, for a short time, as a matter of 
safety, moved about half a mile to the 
rear, at Granite school-honse. 


For nearly two hours this fearful storm 


continued. General Howe, an accomplish- 
ed soldier, testifies : "I have never heard 
a more furious cannonade, nor one where 
ihere was greater expenditure of ammuni- 
tion on both sides." 


Out of the smoke-veiled crest of Seminary 


Ridge, about three hundred yards to the 
right ol the Spangler buildings, at three 
o'clock in the afternoon, emerged, in 


be yinlded, the supports which had been 
sent forward from the Second, Fifth, and 
Humphreys' Division of the Third Corps, 
being unable with a!1 their strength to pre- 
serve it. As Caldwell'8 Division was retir- 
ing, Ayres' Division of tue Fifth Corps 
moved in, and though assayed with great 
fury, it steadily fought its way forward, 
routing the enemy, and succeeded in hold- 
ing the important wooded ground in front 
and to the right of Little liound-Top, 
which Sickles had regarded as so impor- 
tant to the retention of the field. 


At a little after six o'clock, Humphreys 


received notice from Birney that Sicklef 
had fallen, and that he was in command 
of the Corps, that he was about to fall back 
from his position facing south, which was 
nearly at right angles to Humphreys' line, 
and requesting the latter 'lido to fall back. 
so sa to connect with hia right. In other 
words, Humphreys and Graham were 
pected to swing back with Birney so as to 
keep the line intact. This was accom 
pliabed with tolerable ordtr, Birney's men 
maintaining a resolute front, and gallantly 
checking any undue forwardness ot the 
enemy in following up. 


Id the plan of the battle devised by Lee 


Ewell on the left was to make decnonstra 
tions while Longstreet attacked on the 
other 3ank. In pursuance of this plan 
Ewell about six io the evening formed his 
columns for a simultaneous attack both 
against Cemetery Hill and Gulp's Hill 
Against the latter, where rested the righ 
of the Union line, Johnston's Division ad 
vanced; and Slocum's Corps, which hac 
been holding it, was during the afternoon 
mainly withdrawn to strengthen the force 
on the left, at Round-Top. The Confoder 
ates succeeded in effecting a lodgraen 
within the abandoned breastworks which 
they held during the night. 


The ascent of East Cemetery Hill wa 


made by Haves' and Hoke's Brigades o 
Early's Division, led by the Louisiana 
Tigers, and was met by ao little firnines 
by the troops of the Eleventh Corps, sta 
tioned at that point, that the head of the 
charging column gained a foothold on the 
crest within the Union batteries. The ar 
tillerists resisted heroically, and presently 
Carroll's Brigade of the Second Corps com 
ing up, made a counter-charge that quickl; 
threw back the assaulting force, which in 
deed was too weak for the task assignee 
it. 


Such was the work of the second day 


It was without important results to th 
Confederates. They had, it is true, driver 
Sickles from his advance position, but thi 
had only the effect to concentrate am 
strengthen the LTuion lino on the main 
crest. 
Some slight advantages perhap 


they had obtained. The gain of the inter 
mediate ridge along the Emrnitsburg road 
gave them a forward position for t^e aitil 
lery, and they had secured a foothold with 
in the breastworks of the extreme right on 
Gulp's Hill. The general result, therefore 
was such as to induce Lee to make anothe 
effort on the dnorrow. 


THE THIRD DAY'S BATTLE. 


The general plan of Lee for the third o 


July remained unchanged. There were 
however, some modifications of details 
Longstroet, during the night, had been re 
inforced by the fresh division c' Maw 
General Georga E. Pickett, aud it was pro 
posed to make this the centre and mai 
portion of the assaulting column. Inateac 
of directing the attack against the extreme 
left Oi the (Jniou line, ported on the sum 
mitof Little Hound-Top, as had been done 
the day 'jcinre, Longstreet was instructed 
to hurl his masses against the left centre 
on Cemetery Ridge, using the two divi- 
sions of Hood and McLiws simply to cover 
the right flank of the advancing lines. 
As 


a support to Pickett's storming forc», it 
was strengthened on its left by Heth's 
Division of Hill's Corps, and two brigades 
of Fender's Division of tht> same Corps, 
under command by Generals Lane and 
Scales; and on the rigbc by Wtlcox'a Brig- 
ade of Anderson's Division, also of Hill's 
Corps. Such was the force designated for 
the assault, numbering about Uftoun thous- 
and men. 


In conjunction with this main attick 


upon the left centrs of the Taion line, it 
was also proposed that Kwell should r«- 
new hi» efforts against our extreme right. 
Aa Johnaton had the previous evening 
gained a lodgment within the brwaatwork.1- 
on Gulp's Hill, aud had maintained its 
foothold during the night, much was 
hoped from a vigoroJa eifurt at this point. 
Ewell therefore 
reinforced Johnston's 


division with three addiuoual brigades. 


Early in the morning GyrieiMi .Meade, 


having during the night returned the 12th 
corps to its original position on the right, 
ordered an assault lor the purpose of ex- 
pelling the intrusive force. 
This was ac- 


complished after a most desperate Btruggle 
that continued from before dawn till near 
noon. 


The time occupied in the assault and 


repulse of Ewell'e force at this poiut was 
most critical. As evidence of this it may 
be stated that during its continuance 
mounted officers notified citizens living 
near-by, the writer amoug others, to pre- 
pare to vacate their homes at a moment's 
notice, if necesiiary, creating the impres- 
sion that a crisis was impending. 


Before making the infantry attack in 


the afternoon, Lee resolved to try the 
effect of a heavy artillery fire. He there- 
fore caused one hundred and fifty-five 
gnus, many of them large pieces, to be 
placed in position along the fronts held 
by LoogBtreet and Hill, and from the 
throats of these there opened ut 1 o'clock 
p. 12?, a bombardment, continued 
for 


nearly two hours, such as was never be- 
fore heard oil this continent. For an in- 
Btant, the air was filled with a hissing, 
bursting, fiery cloud, and a torrent as if 
suddenly let loose in mid-sky, hitherto 
mil glorious and serene, descended in its 
deatli-dealing mission, upon the long lines 
of the living crouched below. 


The Union guns were not unprepared 


nod from uearly a hundred brazen throats 
a fitting response was made. The Union 
infantry officers had cautioned their men 
to late shelter behind every object that 
could affottl them protection, well know- 
ing that this cannonade was only the pre- 
lude to an infantry attack. The enemy's 
infantry was out of harm's reach. But 
notwithstanding every precaution taken 
to shelter the Union troops, the destruc- 
tion waa terrible. Men were torn limb 
from limb, and blown to atoms by the 
villainous sheila. Horses wef» disembow- 
eled, and thrown prostrate 
'.'> writhe in 


death agonic*. Caissons, filled with am- 
munition, were exploded, cannon rent, 


magnificat array, the battle lines of the 
Confederates. 
Not impetuously, on the 


run or double-quick, as has been repre- 
sented in the over-colored descriptions in 
which the famous charge has been some 
times painted, but with a disciplined 
steadiness most remarkable, a quality no- 
ticed by all who saw this advance as its 
characteristic feature. The ground to be 
traversed by the Confederates in order to 
attain the Cemetery Ridge where the 
Union battle array was drawn was a per- 
fectly open plain of cultivated fields about 
a mile in width, and as it sloped gently 
up the crest of Cemetery Ridge, it formed 
a natural glacis, and gave the defenders a 
fair field for the fire of artillery and 
musketry. 


W'aen they reached the Emmitsburg 


road the soldiers of the llth Corps, as 
also many others, sprang to their guns, 
and all along the Union line a blinding 
lig-zaa flame, and the sharp, quick report, 
like 136 summer thunder at its fiercest, 
when it is instant upon the fiery chain 
of light, told that the army on the heights 
had made its deadly mark. 
Along the 


Union centre and left the lines of the en- 
emy were nearly three miles in length 
and over that whole length there rolled 
up the fearful billows of battle. Sheets 
of flame and smoke and swift-flying death 
beat in their faces. And yet their thin- 
mug lines, rushing forward in the charge 
pressed on. So fierce was the storm thai 
General Gibbons waa obliged to order hii 
own men back to make way for the fata! 
grape ; volley after vo'ley be poured into 
the surging mass; and when the smoke 
cleared away, the brave charging linef 
were gone, not broken, not retreating, bu 
gone—gone like leaves before the wind 
A few officers, galloping wildly back 
towards Sem'nary Ridge ; a few gallant 
.•etreating men, with one flag, one siiigt 
saved flag; piles of dead, dying ant 
wounded ; among whom men with stretch 
ers were stumbling in bewilderment, anc 
thirty-five hundred prisoners in our keep 
ing, told this was the end of Pickett 
grand, brave, but mad, charge on our cen 
tre at the Bloody Angle.

no injury. 


But the most melancholy and heart 


breaking occurrence yet remains to b 
told, the precise particulars of which wi 
have not been able to learn. It appear 
that, on Sunday evening the 25th of June 
Mr. Jacob Hollinger, son of Mr. Valen 
tine Hollinger, of Rlading towship, was 
returning nome in a light market wagon 
with his whole family, consisting of hi 
wife and three children. It attempting 
to pass Great 
Conowago creek, a 


Welche's mill, about 2 miles from Ber 
lin, the coupling of the wagon gave way 
and Mrs. Hollinger and her three chll 
dren were all drowned. He escaped to 
the shore, probably by keeping hold n 
ths lines ; but he is so much affected hj 
the catastrophe, as to be partially d 
ranged. 


A yonng man, named Samuel IliH 


was also drowned, on Monday the 26'h 
ultimo, near Berlin, in endeavoring to 
save some of the scaffolding at the 
bridge.

CONCERNING THE CONTENTION AS TO THE FIRST 


SETTLEMENT IN ADAMS COUNTY. 


The Province of Pennsylvania was early 


attractive to emigrants from other coun- 
tries. It was thus attractive by reaaon of 
its free and constitutional government, 
made so by the character of it3 funda- 
mental laws, adopted and established by 
the first emigrants to its territory. 
It was 


also attractive because of ita fertile soil, 
aalubrious climate, its adaptation to a 
large rural population, and tbe advantages 
it' offered for trade and manufactures. 
The spirit of discontent with existing con- 
ditions prevailing among considerable 
numbers of thoughtful and industrious 
persons of various European countries 
aided in directing their attention to the 
American colonies. To people of this 
ataojp Pennsylvania presented peculiar ad- 
vantages for their abode, after the organ- 
ization of its government. 


The population of Pennsylvania was 


thus made np of emigrants from different 
parts of Europe. They were not homo- 
geneous, bat were greatly diversified on 
account of birth, religious convictions, 
habits, language, manners 
and cus- 


toms. They were strong in their devotion 
to the principles of civil and religious lib- 
erty. Pennsylvania thus became an asy- 
lum for the persecuted and oppressed of 
many nations. 


The diversity which characterized the 


inhabitants naturally divided them into 
three classes, which classification was 
maintained unbroken for generations, and 
it is not even yet effaced'. They were the 
English, the Scotch-Irish, and the Ger- 
mans. "The followers of William Penn, 
who were among the first to establish a 
government in the Province, were an hon- 
est, intelligent, virtuous and peaceable 
population, known in England and in the 
Colonies by the name of Friends or 
Quakers. They had their peculiarities of

•worship, and opposition to war and mili-;

tending our public worship, receiving the 
holy Sacrament, and otherwise, as far as 
is known, have been irreproachable in 
their conduct, I attest. And whereas the 
said man and wife, with their children, 
after having borne many adversities, are 
about to turn their backs on their country 
and to go (God knows where) into a 
strange country, I would therefore recom- 
mend them to a willing reception, by the 
preachers and elders of said 
Reformed 


Church, wherever they may show these 
presents.

Electorate Palatine. 


May 13, 1721. (Seal.) John Mueller, 
pastor." 


A son of the above, also Andrew Schrei- 


ber, after learning the trades of tanner 
and shoemaker, aud marrying in 1733, re- 
moved with bis wife to "Conewaga," 
then in York (now Adams) county, 
where, after buying needed articles to oe- 
gin the world, he had ten shillings left. 


In 
moving 
to Conewaga, Andrew 


Schreiber's step-brother, 
David 
Jung 


(Young) accompanied him and helped 
him to clear three acrea of land, which 
they plantod in corn, and Young then re-

Schriver peeled Elm bark, and made a 
temporary hut as a shelter, and by fall 
prepared a cabin.

fo obtain from their enemy, and required 
free quarters, to which, as there could be 
no resistance, of course none was attempt- 
ed. These Indians were very sociable 
jand smoked around the pipe of friendship 
Ireely without any attempt at wanton in- 
jury. His 
brother, 
Ludwig Schriver, 


David Youne, Middlekauf, the Wills, and 
others, followed in a few years and made 
settlements near him. 


Many of the substantial citizens of the 


county, who now enjoy the comforts of 
happy homes, may trace their ancestry in 
the names of these early pioneers who 
won a title through hardship and perse- 
vering toil to the broad and fertile acres, 
of the Conewago Valley, now one of the 
richest and most beautiful of the farming 
districts of the county. 


From tbe above extracts, and from 


other sources it would seem to be a fair 
inference that the first German settlement 
in the Conewago Valley was made some 
years prior to the earliest Scotch-Irish 
settlement on Marsh Creek. 


THE SCOTCH-IRISH. , 


About the year 1737, emigrants in con- 


siderable numbers from the north of Ire- 
land and Scotland settled in the north- 
western part of Yoifc county, (now Adams 
county,) near the head-waters of Marsh 
creek, on lands chiefly embraced within 
the limits of tbe Manor of Maske, set 
apart a few years later for the use of the 
Penn family. They were the first settlers 
in that district, which was separated from 
the Kittochtinny Valley, on the west by 
a range of mountains about ten miles in 
width. These settlers were a highly re- 
spectable class of people, moral, energetic, 
industrious and intelligent. They were 
frugal and plain in their habits, but kind, 
friendly and hospitable. They advanced 
the frontier of Pennsylvania steadily west- 
ward by their plantations, as they called 
their clearings in the wildeiness, and 
proved themselves among the most de- 
sirable settlers that had yet come into the 
province. 


In their religious organization they were 


btrict Presbyterians, and as early as 1740 
missionary supplies were provided for 
them by the Presbytery of Donegal. They 
had made haste to occupy much of the 
beat land in this part of the province, it 
would eeem, without taking the necessary 


to obtain bom th« ag«nt> of th« 


Proprietary tbe legal right to do so. 
Actual settlers had been invited and en- 
couraged, by persons representing the 
Proprietary, to make permanent settle- 
ments on lands in Pennsylvania, open to 
appropriation. 


Though this form of title was at first 


objected to by some of the Proprietary 
agents, followed by an official grant, yet 
it sjon became prevalent, and was recog- 
nized, and established, as of validity with 
the Land Office grants, aud only yielded 
to priority. Many of the settlers on 
Marsh creek had made their settlements 
on lands that had been surveyed and set 
apart lor a Proprietary Manor. These 
Manors were reserved, from sale or grant, 
in the ordinary forma. As the lands were 
wild and unimproved, and these the 
property of the Proprietary, remote from 
the settlements on the frontier, the settlers 
might readily suppose that, like all tbe 
other lands, not appropriated by settlers, 
they were open lo settlement. This mis- 
take of the settlers was tbe occasion of 
much trouble and controversy between 
them and some of the Proprietary officers. 


Mr. Petere. as Secretary of the Proprie- 


tary, with the aid of some assistants, in 
1743, went into this settlement, to survey 
the Manor lines, which would include the 
settlements and improvements ol a num- 
ber who, for years, bad Deen expending 
their money, time and labor, in clearing 
and improving their supposed homesteads. 
The settlers, in considerable numbers, 
forbade the Proprietary agent i to proceed 
with the survey, and, on their persisting, 
broke the suneyor's chain, and compelled 
the party to retire. The cottiers were 
prosecuted, but submitted, and accepted 
leases for a time, and purchased the lands 
before the leases expired, to the satisfac- 
tion of the parties interested. This re- 
sistance on the part of the settlers to the 
authority of the Proprietary agents was 
regarded generally as an outrage and pub- 
lic offence and compromised the settlers. 
They were branded as lawless by the 
Proprietary officials, and by the opponents 
of the Scotch-Irish in the Province. It 
probably had much to do in bringing 
about the feeling of jealousy and ill-will 
that so long existed between the people of 
German and Scotch-Irish settlements. 


THE QUAKERS. 


Tbe Quakers had somewhat the ad- 


vantage at first over the other classee be- 
cause ol the fact that they were parties to 
the first organization of the government, 
and in the establishment of the three 
original eouoties comprising the Proviuce, 
aud in regulating their lepreseutatiou. 
In those counties they had the majority 
of the inhabitauts, which euabled them to 
elect aa members of the Assembly and 
Council such persons as were entirely ac- 
ceptable to them. Their majority ia the 
Assembly, which prevailed for a long 
time, shaped legislation to auit the wishes, 
of the Proprietary, who belouged to their 
Society, and generally cooperated with 
them. 


?rom the great influx of emigrants 


from Ireland, Scotland aud Germany, 
fears were entertained that the coutrol ol 
tbe legislature of the Proviucial govern- 
ment would iu time pass fiom the bauds 
of the Quakers into those of one of the 
other classes, and that they, who bad 
been instrumental io putting it iu opera- 
tion, should be reduced to a powerltss 
minority, which fears were to a remark- 
able degree realized subsequently. 


PENN AND PENNSYLVANIA, 


PENN'S FIRST VISIT TO PENNSYLVANIA 


IN 1682-TREATY WITH THE 


INDIANS. 


KINO CHARLES II. of England, on the 


ith of March, 1681, granted to WILLIAM 
PENN, son of Sir William Penn, a large 
tract of land in the New World and named 
it "Pennsylvania," the consideration being 
a claim left against the government by 
the father for services as Admiral in the 
British navy. The extent of the province 
was described as three degrees of latitude 
in breadth and five degrees of longitude 
in length. 


The proprietor immediately published 


"certain conditions and concessions1' to 
"adventurers," or settlers; drew up a 
form of government and a code of laws, 
all bearing the stamp of bis kind heart 
and well-balanced mind; and sent over 
his kinsman, William Markham, with 
three ships and a number of planters, to 
take possession of the country and prepare 
for the reception of the larger emigrations. 


In 1682, on the 30th of August, William 


Penn himself took leave of family and 
friends and sailed in the ship Welcome foi 
tbe shores of America, arriving at New 
Caatle on the Delaware, after a long and 
tedious passage, on tbe 27th of October. 


At an early duy he convened the As- 


sembly at Upland, (now Chester,) and 
made known his plans and designs, all 
conceived in the spirit of benevolence, 
which characterized bis conaection with 
them ever after. Penn entered into treat- 
ies with the Indians for the purchase of 


lands, never taking a foot without their 
assent. In 1382 he laid out Philadelphia, 
on ground purchased from three Swedes. 
Two years after, his colony being well 
established, he returned to England, and 
remained there fifteen years. In 1090 he 
paid another visit to "Pennsylvania." 
Affairs bad not been working smoothly, 
and he called another council in 1700. In 
1701 he met the chiefs of the Five Nations, 
and made a treaty of peace, and of trade, 
with them. 
A threatened attempt by the 


British government to assume rule over 
the colonies, took Penn again to England 
in 1701, aud he never returned. The ex- 
pense attending the establishment of his 
province, together with i.aany acts of 
private beneficence, so impaired his for- 
tune that, iu 1708, he borrowed $30,000 
upon a mortgage of the province. He died 
at Kuahcoinb, in Buckinghamshire, Eng- 
land, on the 30th o! July, 1718, aged about 
74 years. The proprietary lights then 
vested m the sousof William Peun, John, 
Thomas and liichard, aud so continued un- 
til the .Revolution, 


FORMATION OF COUNTIES. 


William Penn, during his first visit to 


the colony established three counties, 
naming them Philadelphia, Bucks and 
Chester. Iu 1729 Lancaster was formed 
out of part of Chester ; and in 1749 tbe 
people occupying the territory now in- 
cluded in York and Adams counties ac- 
quainted the governor and assembly with 
their desire for a county of their own, and 
it was granted on the 19th of August of 
that year. York was the first county 
organized west ot the Suequehanua, and 
embraced the weetern part of Lancaster. 


ADAMS FROM YORK. 


THE NAME "ADAMS." 


The New Motives Which Impelled the Resi- 


dents ol the Western End ol York 


to Move for a New County. 


An agitation for the division of York 


county was started as early as 1790. A 
lively controversy ensued between the 
eastern and western end, characterized by 
public meetings, long debates, printed es- 
says industriously circulated, and much 
personal discussion. Three commissioners, 
James Cunningham, Jonathan Hoge and 
James Johnston, were appointed to fix up- 
m a site for a county seat; and "they se- 
ected a tract belonging to Garret Vanore- 
delinStrahane township, between the two 
roads leading from Hunter's and Gettys' 
oowns to the brick bouse." 


In 179L tbe project of a new county waa 


revived, and Rev. Alexander Dobbin and 
David Jloore wera selected as "trustees for 
she county of Adams" to take assurances 
for the payment of money, or tlio convey- 
ance or transfer of property, in trust for 
the use of erecting public buildings in the 
town ol Gettysburg. 
We quote from 


tilossbrenner's History: 


'The controversy between tbe inhabi- 


tants of the western and those of the east- 
ern parts of the county concerning a divis- 
ion, commenced early,'aud was continued 
with warmth. Many essays were written, 
meetings held and petitions presented. 


The disputes, however, were at last set- 


tled, on the 22nd of January, 1800, when 
the western part of York wae erected into 
a new county, thenceforth called Adams. 
That tract of laud which was taken from 
the county of York, to be erected into a 
ew county, is contained within the fol- 
lowing lines, as made at the time, viz : 


Beginning in the line of Cumberland 


county where the road from Carlisle to 
Baltimore leads through Trent's 
Gap; 


hence along the said road to Binder's; 
thence a straight line to Conewago creek 
opposite to tbe mouth of Abbott's run ; 
thence along the line of Berwick and Par- 
adise, townships, until it strikes the line oi 
J/an/irim township ; thence along the line 
ol J/an/uim and Berwick westwardly, until 
it strikes the road leading from Oxford 
to 


tianocer-town; and from thence a due 
south course until it strikes the Maryland 
ine ; thence along the Maryland line to 
line of Franklin county ; thence along the 
lines of Franklin and Cumberland counties 
to tbe place of beginning." 
The Govern- 


or on the 2d of October, 1800, appointed 
three commissioners to run and mark the 
dividing line between the two counties. 
The commissioners were Jacob Spangler, 
deputy surveyor of York county, Samuel 
Sloan, deputy surveyor of Adams county, 
and Mr. William Waugh. 


Sherman Day, in his "Historical Eecol- 


lections," published in 1843, says ; 


'A strong motive for the division was 


doubtless the antipathy and jealousy exist- 
Dg between the Irish and the Germans of 
York county. They spoke different lan- 
guages, aud had different social habits, 
and were of opposite politics. 
The Ger- 


mans were Democrats, 
The people of 


Adams were Federalists, strongly attached 
to tbe administration of John Adams, and 
they therefore conferred bis name upon 


their new county. Prrty feeling was then 
at its height between tbe old Federalists 
and Democrats. During the McKean ad- 
ministration, a law was passed ordering 
tbe State troops to wear the blue and red 
cockade ; but the Federalists who held to 
the old black cockade, refused to mount 
the other. Quite an excitement ensued ; 
tbe obstinate were court-martialled, and 
in some instances their horses and other 
property were seized to pay fines and costs 
of prosecution." 


At the time of the formation of Adams 


county the following Townships composed 
it : Berwick, Cumberland, Franklin, Ger- 
many, Hamiltonban, Huntiogton, Menal- 
leu, Mountpleasant, Muuatjoy, Reading, 
Strabao and Tyrone: 


From ao address by Hon. Edw. Me- 


Pherson, delivered May 6,188S, before tbe 
Adams County Historical Society, an or- 
ganization in existence for but a few years, 
we take tbe following: 


"Our centennial is but a little more than 


ten years off. 
It is high time that we try 


to gather into compact aud intelligible 
form, tbe story of how precisely the coun- 
ty and the county-seat came into existence. 


"When the contest began, the area of 


York county was 1.452 square mile, or 225 
square miles larger than the present area 
of the largest coum-y in our Common- 
wealth. When it ended, the area of York 
county waa 021 square miles, or 21 square 
miles larger than Berks county now is, and 
only 52 square miles smaller than Lancas- 
ter now is. The division thus left York i 
still one of the large counties of the State. 


"Two causes combined to produce this 


movement (for a new county). The old 
York was not symmetrical in shape, but 
was highly irregular. 
On its southern 


line, it was sixty miles from east end to 
west. On its central line, through York- 
town, it was forty-eight miles from cud to 
end. On a more northerly line, it was 
twenty-seven miles, whence it ran triangu- 
larly to a point at present New Cumber- 
land. North and south at the widest, it 
was thirty-three miles; at the narrowest, 
fifteen, if we except the triangle at the 
south-east corner, the apex of which lies 
on the Susquehanna. Besides, the county- 
seat was thirty-seven miles from the west- 
ern boundary of the county, and but twelve 
miles .from the eastern boundary. This 
irregular region, with its lop-sided county- 
seat, was inhabited, from the beginning, 
by a discordant people. The men of the 
wefat did not believe io, or work cordially, 
or readily confer, with the men of tLie east; 
and reversely. The two migrations were 
of different stock, caoie from 
different 


countries, spoke different languages, and 
had inharmonious training, ideas and 
tastes. Each nationality naturally sought 
settlement by itself, and both were hap- 
pier when apart. Their politics differed, 
and both distance and diversity prevented 
fusion. Their points of repulsion proved, 
in forty years of enforced association, 
stronger than their points ol attraction. 
The inhabitants of the west end were the 
less numerous, and as antagonisms devel- 
oped they were seized with a purpose to 
set up for themselves. To the motives 
mentioned, probably a hope of pecuniary 
advantage from a new organization and a 
new county-seat came in to strengthen the 
purpose, which was re-enforced by a desire 
to secure a market more convenient than 
Philadelphia, now made possible by the 
opening of north and south roads connect- 
ing the Cumberland Valley through 'the 
Marsh creek settlement with Baltimore. 
With an independent county organization, 
they expected to increase facilities for 
trading southward, thus getting clear of 
tbe barrier of the unbridged Susque- 
hanna.

By section V of the act creating Adams 


county "the Sheriff" Coroner, and public 
officers of tbe county ot York, shall con- 
tinue to exercise the duties of their re- 
spective offices within the county 
of 


Adams, until similar offcers 
shall be 


appointed agreeably to law, within the 
said county of Adams." 


Section VII, "that it shall he lawful for 


the Commissioners of said county of 
Adams, who shall be elected at the next 
election, [second Tuesday of October,] to 
take assurances to them and their succes- 
sors in office, of a lot or lots of ground, for 
the purpose of erecting thereon a court- 
bouse, jail and offices for the safe-keeping 
of the records ; provided said lot or lots 
of ground shall L>e within the town of 
Gettysburgh." , 


By a Supplement to the above Act, 


"passed 15th March, 1800," it was made 
"lawful for William McClellan, Henry 


Hoke and William Hamilton, or any two 
of them, to contract for a lot or lots of 
ground, in a suitable and convenient situa- 
tion in the town of Gettysburg!!," * "and 
thereupon erect and build a court-house 
and prison, sufficient to accommodate the 
public service of said county," and "to 
commence the building of the same as 
early as possible in tbe ensuing summer." 
They were authorized to draw their war- 
rant or warrants upon the Trustees for the 
coat of the public buildings, tbe amount 
not to exceed §3,000; and were allowed 
for their services five per centum of the 
money necessarily expended in the execu- 
tion of their trust. 


Another Supplement, "passed 26th of 


March, 1801," (Thomas MoKean still 
Governor,) transferred the powers of the 
Trustees to the County Commissioners, 
and gave the latter authority to levy a tax 
not exceeding $4,000 to complete the court- 
house and prison. 


In a statement made by tbe Building 


Commissioners on the 27th of January, 
1804, tbe cost of the court-house and jail 
waa given at $9,802.70. Among the items 
in the account were the following: Alex- 
ander Cobean, for building jail, $3,913.12* 
Sebastian Uafer, cutting stone, (court- 
house,) $385 ; Thomas & John Bredon, for 
brick and tile, $753.79 ; Dnlneck & Baker, 
for laying brick and stone, $509.80 ; Sam- 
uel Sloau,Gonrad Lower, and Wm. Garvin, 
carpenter work, $1,499.67 ; together with 
various eums to Christian Benner, Alexan- 
der Bussel, Stephen Wible, John Fletcher, 
Michael Beamer, Christian Hershey, Wm. 
McPherson, John Troxel, John Sweeney, 
Joseph Wileon^Jacobllllddlecaff, Patrick 
Moore, Robert Tate, Adam Bear, John 
llyers, Frederick Myers, Andrew Noel, 
Wm. Boyd, Frederick Remmell, Nicholas 
Young, Casper Shiffler, Christian Stouffer, 
John Miller, Jacob Ferree, Wm. Miller, 
Daniel Duden, George Gante, Peter Mor- 
iti, Edward Warren, Francis Stallamitb, 
James Gettys, John Jenkins, Christian 
Chritzman, John Murphy, James Patter- 
son, Patrick Riley, Martin Karl, Casper 
Kittinger, Alexander Caldwell, George 
Karmechall, Joseph Marshall, John Metz- 
gar, Wm.

This report was made to Walter Smith, 
Henry Hull and Michael Slagel, County 
Commissioners. 


The Court-house, erected in the centre 


of the Public Square, was of brick, two- 
story, with four sides and doors, the en- 
trance facing Baltimore street being the 
one principally used. The court-hall oc- 
cupied the first floor and the jury rooms 
the second. 


The jail built on the present site on 


High street, waa of stone, two-story, with 
grated windows, front and back; and wore 
a gloomy aspect. 


In 1804, Wei. Garvin and Conrad Low- 


er were paid $18 for furnishing the mater- 
ials and hanging the court-house bell in 
tbe belfry. 


In 1805, Charles Ramsey, stone cutter, 


"cut and set in a proper and complete 
manner the curb-stoue around the court- 
house," at "twenty cents for each and 
every foot, lineal measure." 


In 1S24, JohnEhrman, for making alter- 


ations in the court-room, received $88. 


In 1840, Thomas Caldwell, for placing 


steps on the Baltimore and Cbambersburg 
street sides of the court-house—best qual- 
ity Adams county granite—was paid $147. 


In 1S40, Adam Kitzmiller painted the 


inside of the court-house and received $30. 


On the 3d of April, 1813, the County 


Commissioners made a contract with Jos- 
eph and Jonas Grubb, 'masons, for tbe 
stone and brick work of the Public Offices, 
tobeerec^d on the northeast corner of 
the Public cjquare—"The stone work at 70 
cents per perch, and the brick work at 
?2.12i per thousand"—and the building 
was put up that summer. 


In 1816, Wm. Garvin, for erecting a 


house, 15x20 feet, of brick, in tbe jail-yard, 
"for the reception of nailing machines," 
received S300; and in the same year, 
Henry Norbeck made a contract, at $150, 
to furnish and set up two machines, one 
for cutting and the other for heading 
nails. 


In 1816, James Bowen received $139 


for roughcasting the inside of the jail-yard 
wall. 


In 18113, James Bell, for strengthening 


room in jail, and erecting stable on ad- 
joining lot, was paid $353. 


In 1834 Adam Mowry raised the jail- 


yard wall three feet for $287.50. 


About 3 o'clock on the morning of Mon- 


day, January 7th, 1850, the jail was dis- 
covered to be on fire. The alarm wan 
promptly given, and the people assembled; 
but all efforts to eave tbe building proved 
unavailing. It was entirely destroyed and 
with it two lives were lost—Isaac Mussel- 
man and John Toner, both insane, and 
confined for safe-keeping. 
Tbe fire origi- 


nated in Musselman'sroom, and no doubt 
by accident. 


On the 9th of May of that year, the 


County Commissioners Jacob King, J. G 
Morningstar, John Mussel man, entered in- 
to a contract with David S. Stoner, o f 
Waynesboro, for the erection of a new 
j.iil on the site of tbe old one, for tbe sum 
of $8,810, which was considerably increas- 
ed by extras. The new jail was occupied 
the following summer, several cells having 
been prepared and used for prisoners at 
the Alms-house in tbe meantime. 


In 1858, the Grand Jury having passed 


favorably upon the question of building a 
court-house, tbe County Commissioners, 
(Henry A, Picking, Josiah Benner aud 
Jacob Rnffeneperger,) advertized for pro- 
posals, and John K.Turner, of Carlisle, 
being "tbe lowest and best bidder," re- 
ceived the contract, at $14,375. For extras 
and alterations be received the further 
sura of $1,300. It is probably the best 
public building in the State for the price, 
and occupies a lot and a half on the south- 
west corner of Baltimore and West Middle 
streets. S. D. Button, E»q., of Philadel- 
phia, was the architect. Tte lower rooms 
were occupied by the publicoflicerson the 
1st of August, 1839, but the court-room, 
on the second floor, required several 
months longer for completion. 


THE ACT PROVIDING FOR AN ALMS-HOUSE. 


—THE BUILDINGS ERECTED—THE

SOME OF THE EARLIER 


OFFICERS. 


The bill authorising tbe establishment 


of a Poor-house iu this county, was pass- 
ed March 2Hh, 1817, and signed by Simon 
Snyder, Governor; its title, "An Act to 
provide for tbe erection of a House for the 
Employment and Support of the Poor in 
tbe county of Adams." The first section 
directed that five persons to select a site 
for the proposed Poor-house be elected at 
the next general election, as well as three 
Directors, the latter to serve one, two and 
three years. Subsequent sections denned 
duties, to appoint steward, physician, 
treasurer, clerk, &c. 


The seventh section enacted "that as 


soon as tbe said buildings shall be erected, 
and all necessary accommodations pro- 
vided therein, notices shall be sent, sign- 
ed by any two of said Directors, to the 
Overseers of the Poor of the several town- 
ships of tbe aaid county of Adams, requir- 
ing them forthwith to bring the poor ol 
their respective townships to the said 
house of employment, which order the 
Overseers are hereby enjoined-and requir- 
ed to comply with, or otherwise to forfeit 
tbe cost of all future maintenance, except 
in cases when by sickness or other suffi- 
cient cause any poor persons cannot be 
removed, in which case the said Over- 
seers shall represent the same to tbe 
nearest Justice of the Peace, who being 
satisfied of tbe truth thereof, shall certify 
the same to the said Directors, and at the 
same time issue an order, under bis band 
and sea), to the said Overseers, directing 
them to maintain such poor until such 
time as he or she shall be in a situation tck 


be removed, and then to convey the said 
pauper and deliver him or her to the stew- 
ard or keeper of the said house of em- 
ployment, together with tbe said order, 
and tbe charge and expense of such tem- 
porary relief, and of such removal, shall 
be paid by the said Directors at a reason- 
able allowance." 


Section 14 provided "That as soon as 


the poor of the county of Adams shall be 
removed to the house of employmeut of 
the said county, and the outstanding poor 
taxes collected, the oflice of Overseer of 
the Poor within the said county shall 
from thenceforth he abolished." 


In October, 1817, the voters of the 


county elected Charles F. Keener, James 
Robinette, Frederick Baugher, Thomas C. 
Miller and Henry Brinkerhoff, Commis- 
sioners to select a site, and William Mc- 
Pherson, John Murphy and William Mc- 
Gaughy, Directors of the Poor. At a meet- 
ing of the Directors, some weeks after, 
Wm. McPherson drew the term for one 
year, John Murphy for two, and William 
McGaughy for three years. 


In January, 1818, the Commissioners on 


site having made choice, Directors pur- 
chased the farm—91 seres and 111 perches 
—of Ralph Lasbella, in Cumberland town- 
ship, at a cost of $8,693.64 ; and about the 
same time a uract of 65 acres and 74 perch- 
en of woodland from Alexander Russel, 
adjoining tbe farm on tbe north at $4,255, 


John Garvin drew the plan and was 


awarded tbe contract for building tbe 
Poor-house, at $6,999. 


At the first meeting of the Directors, 


Nov. 3,1817, Robert Smith was appointed 
Clerk. 


Sept. 2,1818, Michael Newman was ap- 


pointed Steward. Sept. 2,1820, Dr. Ocas. 
Berlnchywas appointed Physician; Dec. 
22, 1822, John B. McPherson was appoint- 
ed Treasurer; Nov. 26, 1825, Dr. David 
Homer appointed Physician; Nov. 1, 
1821, Thaddeus Stevens appointed Counsel; 
Nov. 24, 1824, Samuel Hutchison appoint- 
ed Treasurer; Nov. 6,1826, David Horner, 
Sr., appointed Treasurer; Nov. 6, 1826,

part of York, the question of a County- 
seat lor the new county was one of great 
importance; and, while several places 
were 
suggested 
aa suitable 
for 
the 


purpose, Gettya-town and Hunters*-town 
were the principal rivals. The finishing 
argument in the matter, however, was 
furnished by General Gettys wben,o» the 
24th day of January, 17fl»f he deeded to 
Rev. Alexander Dobbin and David Moore, 
in trust, two hundred quit rents and a lot 
for a "goal" upon the condition that the 
seat of justice be established at Gettys- 
towu.

BALLOON FIDE FROM* GETTYS- 


BURG TO YORK IN 1842. 


The following Is from an issue of th 


York Gazette of 1842 : 


A daring feat waa accomplished o 


Saturday last, bv a ei"zpn of our neigi 
boring town of Get.'is^urg 
Mr. Job 


Wise, the American /Eronaut, pur ex 
cellenee, had announced his intention t 
make his thirty-ninth balloon ascensio 
on that day, from an enclosure in Ge 
tysburg; and with bis usual punctoa 
ity, was ready on the day and hou 
promised. His balloon was inflatec 
his ballast, grappling iron, etc., dill 
stowed ; and he was about to step int 
the basket. At that moment, Mr. Job 
McClellan, a young gentleman of 
tysburg, inquired oi Mr. Wise whethe 
It would not be possible for twn person 
to ascend with the power then in th 
hallonn. On receiving a negative reply 
Mr. McClellan seemirg much disappoint 
ed— said be was determined to have 
ride; and inquired the price at whia 
Mr Wise would permit him to make th 
voyage alone. "One hundred dollars 
sir," said Mr. Wise, who did not appea 
to consider the inquirer to be in earnest 
"I will give you Bfly dollars I" "Agreec 
—fork over!" The )"ke was "carried 
on," and tee crutm of it wa3 soon trans 
i'erred to the pocket of thfi aeronaut 
and his substitute was seiitail snugly it 
the oar, vociferating hia direction to 
"cut loose!" Mr. Wise thought that 
nmtteta had now gone far enough, and 
requested his customer to get out as the 
time bad arrived at which he had prom 
'..ud to be off. 
But be refused to do so, 


and insisted that he had regularly hired 
and paid for a passage "in this boat," 
and go he would. As Barney O'Baar- 
don said to the man in the moon, when 
the latter respectable personage told him 
to "lave hia bould,"the more he bid him 
the more he wouldn't I" 


Mr. Wise then let the balloon up a 


short distance by a rope, thinking prob. 
ably that as there was considerable wind 
and the air-horse consequently turbu- 
lent, that his substitute would have hia 
courage cooled and "give in." 
But this 


waa no go ; and 
thinking he had 


us good a start as he ever 
would 


have, Mr. McUlellan cut the rope— and 
wns oj?.' 
After he found that it was the 


determination of Mr. McUlellan to go, 
Mr. Wise had but tiae to give him 
hasty and imperfect instructions in re- 
gard to the management of the balloon ; 
and in a few minutes the darinu amateur 
iuronaut had ascended to the height of 
about two miles. Here be struck a cur- 
rent of air which bore him directly 
towards York. He says that the earth 
receded from him very rapidly after he 
had thrown a bag or two of sand upon 
it ; that Gettysburg passed off towards 
Hageratown, and that he saw Carlisle, 
Hanover, 
Abaottstown, Oxford, an;l 


Berlin, strolling about ; and that soon 
after, just ahead of him, he saw Old 
York coming full-tilt up the turn-pike 
towards him, apparently taking an 
afternoon's walk to Gettysburg. Hav- 
ing determined to stop at York, and 
fearing from the remarkable speed at 
which our usually ataiu and sober 
town was traveling, that she would soon 
pass under his balloon arid give him the 
slip, he pulled the string attached to the 
uafety-valve, in order to let off a portion 
of bis gas. 
This valvu is so constructed 


that when the rope attached to it is 
pulled, the valve opens to the interior, 
and again closes by the force of the gf\s 
when the rope is let go. 


Unfortunately, however, the 
ine-x 


perienced terouaut pulled too violently 
at the valve-rope, tore It completely off 
its hinges, and brought it down into fie.

When Urst seen from York, the bal-

It appeared to oe approach- 
ing directly towards our town, until the 
valve wa pulled and it had fallen con- 
siderably. As it fell, it seemed to find 
a current that bore it rauidly towards 
the north. The spot at which it landed 
IB about northwest of our borough. 


The escape of the gas was distinctly 


seen from York ; and as the balloon 
tieared ?,he earth it had lost its rotundity, 
and appeared to the gazers here to come 
down heurily, like a wet sheet.

This was a notorious character many 


years ago. The subjoined account of 
him and bis operations is taken from 
Carter & G-lossbrenner's ''History of 
York County," published in 1834: 


The following account of that noted 


impoater, Dr. Dady, is taken nearly word 
for word from that written by the Hon. 
John Joseph Henry, and sent by him to 
Philadelphia with the convicted im- 
posters. Judge Heary wrote the account 
'roui notns taken at tho trial, It fol- 
ows, in moat things, the order of the tes- 
.unouy as given in by the witnesses. 


Dr. Dady, wh~o was a German by birth, 


came to this country with the Hessians 
during the American revolution. Pos- 
essiug a fascinating eloquence in the 
Tertuan language, and being very fluent 
n the Euglish, he was afterwards em- 
loyad us a minister of the gospel by un- 
uformed but honest Germans. 


When the sacredotal robe could no 


ouger be subservient to his avaricious 
lews, he laid it aside and assumed the 
haracter of a physician. As such he 
time to York county, and dwelt among 


poor inhabitants of a mountainous 


art thereof, (now within the limits of 
Idams county.) where, in various artful 
ays, he preyed on the purses of the un- 
ary. 
Of all the numerous impositions with 
hich his name is connected, and to 
bich be lent his aid, we will mention 
ut two. The scene of one of them is

The following is an account of the 


(Vfiams county imposition : 


liice Williams, or rather Bainsfunl 


Hogers, a New Englander, and Jo/m 
Hall, a Xew Yorker, (Doth of whom bad 
been plundering the inhabitants of the 
southern states by their wiles,) came to 
the house ct' Clayton Chamberlain, a 
neighbor of Dady, in July, 1797. 


On the following morning, Dady went 


to Chamberlain's, and had a private con- 
versation with Williams and Hall before 
breakfast. After Dady bad left them, 
Williams asked Chamberlain whether 
the place was not haunted. Being an- 
swered in the negative, he said that it 
was haunted—that he bad been born 
with a veil over hia face—he could see 
spirits, and had been conducted thither, 
sixty miles, by a spirit. H ill assented to 
the truth of this. In the evening of the 
same day, they had another interview 
with Dady. 
Williams then told Cham 


berlaio, that if he would permit him to 
tarry over night, he would show him a 
apirib. This being agreed to, they went 
into a field in the evening, acid Williams 
drew a circle on the ground, around 
which lie directed Hall and Chamberlain 
to walk in silence. A terrible screech 
was soon heard proceeding from a black 
ghost (!!!) in the woods, at a little dis- 
tance from the parties, in a direction op- 
posite to the place where Williams stood. 
lu a low minutes a white ghost appeared, 
which Williams addressed in a language 
which those who heard him could not 
understand — the ghost replied in the 
name lanyuaqe ! After his gbostship bad 
gone away, Williams said that the spirit 
knew of a treasure which it was per- 
mitted to discover to efei-en men—they 
must be houeat, religious and sensible, 
and neither hoise-j::>ckeyH nor Irishmen. 


The intercourse between Williams and 


Dddy now ceased to be apparent; but it 
was continued in private. Chamberlain, 
convinced of the existence of a ghost and 
a treasure, was easily induced to form a 
company, which was soon effected. 


Each candidate was initiated by the 


receipt of a small sealed paper, contain- 
ing a little yellow sand, which was called 
"the power." This "power" the candi- 
date was to bury in the earth to the 
depth of one inch, for three days and 
three nights—performing several other 
absurd ceremonies, too obscene to be de- 
scribed here. 


A circla, two feet in diameter, was 


formed in the h'eld, in the centre of 
which there was a hole six inches wide 
and as many deep. A captain, a lieuten- 
ant and three committee men were 
elected. 
Hall bad the honour of the cap- 


taincy. The exercise was to pace around 
the circle, &s. This, it was said, pro- 
pitiated and strengthened the white 
ghost, who was opposed by an unfriendly 
black ghost who rejoiced In the appella- 
tion of Pompey:

white ghost—they saw Mr. Pompey too, 
but he appenred to have "his back up," 
bellowed loudly, and threw atones at 
them. 


Oo the night of the IS'.h of August, 


1797, Williams undertook to get instruc- 
tions from the white ghost. It was done 
in the following manner: He took a 
sheet of clean white paper and folded it 
in the form of a letter, when each mem- 
ber breathed into it three times; this be- 
ing repeated several times, and the paper 
laid over the hole in the centre of. the 
circle, the instructions of the ghost were 
obtained. The following is a short ex- 
tract from the epistle written by the 
ghost: 


"Crc on, and do tight, and prosper,and 


the treasure shall be yours. I am per- 
mitted to write this in the same hand I 
wrote in the ileab for your direction—O 
—~?£". 
Take care of your powers in the 


1 name and fear of God our protector—if 
not, leave the work. There is a great 
treasure, 4 000 pounds a piece for you. 
Don't trust the black one. 
Obey orders. 


Break the enchantment, which you will 
not do until you get an ounce of mineral 
duicimer eliximer; some German doctor 
has it. It is near, and dear, and scarce. 
Let the committee get it—but don't let 
the Doctor know what you areahout—he 
is wicked." 


The above is but a small part of this 


precious 
communication. 
In 
cause 


quenco of these ghostly directions, a 
young man named Abraham Kephart 
waited, by order of the committee, on 
Dr. Dady. The Dr. preserved hia elm- 
mer In a bottle sealed with a large red 
seal, and buried in a bei-.p of oats, aud 
demanded fifteen dollars for an OUIICR of 
it. Young Kephart could not afford to 
give so much, but gave him thirty-six 
dollars and three bushels of oats for 
three ounces of it. Yost Liner, another 
of these wise committee men, gave the 
Doctor 121 dollars for eleven ounces of 
the stuff. 


The company was soon increased to 39 


persons, many of whom were wealthy. 
Among those who were most miserably 
duped may be mentioned Clayton Cham- 
berlain, Yost Liner, Thomas Blgham, 
William Bighaco, Samuel Togert, John 
McKinney, Jamfls Agnew the elder, 
James McCleary, Bob. Thompson, David 
Kissinger, George Sheckley, Peter Wik- 
eart, and John Philips. All these and 
many other men were, in the words of 
the indictment, "cheated and defrauded 
by meane of certain false tokens and pre- 
tences, to wit, by means of pretended 
spirits, certain circles, certain brown 
powder, and certain compositions called 
mineral dulcimer elixer, and Delerick's 
mineral elixer." 


But the wiles of these imposters were 


soon exerted in other parts. 
The fol- 


lowing is an account of their proceedings 
in and about Shrewsbury township, in 
York county. Williams intimated that 
he had received a oall from a ghost resi- 
dent in those parts, at the distance o£ 
forty miles from Dady's. Jacob Wiater, 
one of the conaplrators, was the agent of 
Williams on this occasion. 
He institu- 


ted a company of twenty-one persons, all 
of whom were, of course, most ignorant 
people. The same and even more absurd 
ceremonies were performed by these peo- 
ple, 
and the communications of the 


ghost were obtained in a still more ridic- 
ulous manner than before. The com- 
munications mentioned Dr. Dady as the 
person from whom ihey should obtain 
the dulcimer e'.ixer, as likewise a kind 
of sand which the ghost called the 
"Asiatic sand," and which was neces- 
sary in order to give efficacy to the 
••powers." 
Ulrich Neuff, a committee 


(nan 
of this company, paid Mr. Dady 


ninety dollars for seven and a half 
ounces of the elixar. The elixir was put 
into vials, and each person who had 
one of them, held it in his hand and 
shook it as he pranced round the circle; 
on certain occasions he uunointed hia 
head with it, and afterwards, by order of 
the spirit, the vial was buried in the 
ground. 


Paul Biliter, another of the commit- 


tee men, took with him to Dr. Daddy's 
a hundred dollars to purchase "Asiatic 
sand,"at three dollars per ounce. Dady 
being absent, Williams procured from 
the Doctor's shop as much sand aa the 
money would purchase. 
In this in- 


stance, Williams cheated the Doctor, for 
he kept the spoil to himself, and tbence 
arose an overthrow of the good fratern- 
ity. 


Each of them now set up for himself. 


Williams prpcurcd directions from hia 
ghost, that each of the compauiesshould 
despatch a committee man to Lancaster 
to buy "Deteriok's mineral elixir" of a 
physician in that place. In the mean 
time Williams and his wife went to Lan- 
caster, where they prepared the elixir, 
which was nothing but a composition of 
copperas and cayenne pepper. Mrs. Wil- 
iiatnn, aa the wife of John Huber, a Ger- 
man doctor, went to Dr. Hose, with a 
letter dated "13 miles from iSfew Caatle, 
Delaware," which directed him how to 
sell the article, etc. The enormity of the 
price aroused the suspicion of De. Rose. 
In a few days the delegates from the 
cornrnitte arrived, and purchasad elixir 
to the amount of $740.83. When the 
lady came for the money, she was ar- 
rested, and the secret became known. 
Her husband Williams, escaped. 


The Lancaster expedition having led 


to a discovery of tae tricks of the im- 
postors, a few days after the disclosures 
made by Mrs. Williams, an indictment 
was presented in the criminal court of 
York county, against Dr. John Dady, 
Rice Williams, Jesse Miller, Jacob Wis- 
ter, the elder, and Jacob Wister, the 
younger, for a conspiracy to cheat and 
defraud. The trial took place In Jane 
following, and resulted in the conviction 
ot Wister, the elder, and of DC. Dady— 
the former o£ whom was fined ten dollars 
md imprisoned one month in the county 
jail, the latter fined ninety dollars, and 
sentenced to two years confinement in 
the penitentiary at Philadelphia. 


Dady had j ust been convicted of par- 


ticipating in the conspiracy in Shrews- 
bury, when he aud Hall were found 
;uilty of a like crime la Adaoos county 
—whereupon Hall was fined one hun- 
dred dollars and sent to the penitentiary 
for two years, and Dady was fined one 
hundred and sixty dollars, and sen- 
tenced to undergo an additional servi- 
tude of two years in the penitentiary, to 
lommenoe in June, 1800, when his fi^t 
term would expire. 


Thus ended the history of a man in 


this county, who certainly was not de- 
void of talent, who pouseeseJ a most 
winning address, and was a thorough 
master in quick and correct discernment 
of character. He reigned, for a season, 
with undisputed sway In what was then 
the western part of York county. His 
cunning, for a long time, lulled suspic- 
ion to sleep. The history of his exor- 
cisms should tjacb the credulous that 
theghoBts which appear uow-a-days are 
as material as our own flesh.

AGRICULTURE. 


A FEW 
OBSERVATIONS 
ON 


AOAiWS COUNTY. 


Farming constitutes the most Import- 


ant industry of the county. Every other 
interest, however important, is subordi- 
nate to this. Fully three-fourths of the 
population subsist by the cultivation oi' 
the soil. The aggregate value of the 
crops gathered in the county, in 1899, 
was very, large, but ia the absence of re- 
liable statistics the amount can only be 
approximated. The census to be taken 
during thu present year will undoubtedly 
show a surprisiag large total amount, 
ruuniug far up into millions of dollars. 
The products consisting of wheat, rye, 
oats, barley, buckwheat, 
bay, corn, 


clover-seed, potatoes, apples, peaches, 
pears, cherries, plums, apricots, grapes, 
peas, beans, melons and canteloups. 


Stock-raising has become a most im- 


portant 
business, larga numbers of 


horses, cows, beef cattle, sheep and hogs 
being 
annually raised 
for 
market. 


Poultry and dairy products have also of 
late years added largely to the profits of 
farming, being encouraged and stimulat- 
ed by greatly improved facilities for ship- 
pint; to the great centers of population. 
New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore. 
Large quantities of apples have of late 
years been shipped from this county to 
the larger cities of the West, such as 
Chicago and Cincinnati!. 


The soil is generally good and the land 


productive, it lias heeu made so by 
careful farming, by judicious rotation of 
crops and by a liberal use of fertilizers 
The latter consist mainly of lime, barn- 
yard manure, and the various commer- 
cial manures in the shape of phosphates 
and super-phosphates. 


.The condition of the average Adams 


county farmer is truly an enviable one. 
Most of the land being owned by those 
who till it, a rent-paying farm being the 
exception and not tbe rale. The average 
size of farms being only about one hun- 
dred and twenty-five acres, with a fair 
proportion of timber, the land is for the 
moat part cultivated without the outlay 
-• much money. The farms being gen-

INDIAN HISTORY. 


TRAGEDY AND ROMANCE. 


THE ABDUCTION OF MARY JEMISON, A DAUGHTER 


OF THOMAS JEMISON, OF BUCHANAN 


VALLEY.—HER SUBSEQUENT 


-* HISTORY i- 


The first settlements in the southwest- 


ern portion of our county were made 
by tbe Scotch-Irish. About the year 
1735 & number of families established 
tbemaelves near the sources of Marsh 
Cr«ek. Others soon followed, among 
whom, in the year 1742 or '43, were 
Thomas Jeinisou and his wite, Jane 
Erwin. When they left the e\ er-green 
isle they bad bat three children, two 
sons and a daughter 
Dur.np the voy- 


age another daughter was born to them, 
whom they named Mary, whose birth 
upon tLe stcrmy sea foreshadowed the 
tough and sorrowful e\penences she 
was subsequently called to endure. 


Fond ol rural life, having been bred 


to agricultural pursuits, Thomas Jerni- 
aon settled upon an excellent tract of 
land somewhere along tbe bead waters 
of Marsh Creek 
Being of industrious 


habits be soon cleared a large farm, and 
reaped the fruits of his labors 
For a 


period of ten or eleven yeais, during 
which two more sons were added to tbe 
family, this hardy pioneer led a busy and 
contented life in his mountain home 
In tbe autumn o£ the year 1754 he moved 
either to anotber part of his tarm or to 
another neighborhood, a short distance 
from bis former abode, into wh.it js 
known as Buchanan "Valley. A good 
bouse ana a log barn were among the 
improvements lie found on the new 
farm. Among bis neighbors was James 
Bieakney, who survived until tbe spring 
of 1821, and died in tbe 98Dh year of his 
age. James Bieakney was the grand- 
tather of Mrs. Robert Bieakney 
It 


was from this venerable ancestor that 
lira. Robert Bieakney heard of the mis- 


of the Temison family, and 


learned wbere their farm was located 


5 or about twenty yeais from tbe first 


sett'ements made on and near Marsh 
Cwek, and in tbe secluded valley m the 
heart of tbe Soutb Mountain, the sturdy 
settlers were allowed to sow and reap 
m peace. Then trouble arose 


Both the French and English govern- 


ments, eqml'y intent on territorial ag- 
grandisement in the northern section of 
the Western Continent, sought uO secure 
posseesion of that vait territory lying 
between the Allegheny Mountains and 
the Mississippi River 
The former laid 


claim to it by right of oiscovery, the 
latter by right of purchase from the In- 
dians 
Both parties prepared to mam 


tain, if necessary, their real or assume-1 
rights by force of aims lo that issue 
the controversj came at last 
On the 


3d of July, 1754, a battle was fought at 
Fort Necessity or Great Meadow s, about 
fifty miles west of the preset town of 
Cumberland Md., between (be English 
and French forces, each assisted by In 
dlau allies 
Tbe iuglish, commanded 


b_y Col George Wasaingtou, were de- 
feated 
Th'S victory so elated and em 


bcMened the French that they threaten 
ed and prepared to lay waste with fire 
and tomahawk the frontier settlements 
of Virginia and Pennsylvania, whence 
the white troops under Washington uad 
been drawn 


Not long af er the capitulation of 


Fort Necessity tbe situation became 
ala'ouug to peaceful setiters within and 
east of the bouth Mountain 
Reports 


reached them of terrible atrocities com- 
mitted by the Trench and Indians west 
of the mountain 
1 earing that they too 


would be visited by the cruel and blood 
thirsty fo-3. they erected for selt-piotee 
tion a block-house near the present vil 
lage of Arendtsville 
Their apprehen- 


sions were well founded 


On the e^enini? of a pleasant day in 


the spring of 1755 Thomas Jdmlson sent 
his daughter Mary, then 12 or 13 veais 
old, to a neighbor's bouse to procuie a 
horse and return with it tbe next morn- 
ing 
Returning at tbe appointed time 


she found at her father's house a neigh 
bor, William or Robeit Buck by name 
and his sister-in-law with her thiee chil- 
dren 
The woman, whose husband was 


in Washinpton's army fighting the 
French, had become alarmed at the as 
pect of affairs, and sought companions 
and safety in the house of Thomas 
Jeuuson 
Buck, wishing to get a bag of 


grain he bad left at his own bouse, took 
the horse that Mary Jamison bad 
brought, armed himself with a gun, and 
hurried away. What followed is thus 
related bv Al^ry Jemison . 


"Oar 
family a» Miual, wai b"sily em 


ployed about their common business 
Father was shaving an axe-helve at the 
Hide of the house , mother was making 
preparations for breakfast , my two eld 
98t brothers were at work near the barn, 
the little ones, with my&elf, and the 
woman with her three children, were in 
the bouse 
Breakfast was not yet ready 


when we were alarmed by the discharge 
of a number of guns that seemed to be 
near. Mother and the woman betore 
mentioned almost fainted at tie report 
and every one trembled with tear 
On 


opening the doer, tbe roan and horse lay 
dead near the house, having just been 
shot by the Indians 
They first secured 


my father, then rushed into the house 
and made prisoners of my mother, toy 
two youngs- brothers, tay sister, the 
woman anr1 her three children, and my 
self, and then commenced plundering 
the house. Tbe party that took us con- 
sisted of four Frenchmen and six Sbaw- 
anee Ilutiians. They took what they 
considered most 
valuable, consisting 


principally of bread, meal and meat 
Having taken as much prov sion as they 
could carry, they set out with their pris- 
oners in great bane, foi fear of detec- 
tion, and soon entered the woods " 


The two older brothers, Thomas and 


John, fortunately escaped 
They \\ere 


at tbe baiu when the assault took place, 
crept into a hollow log, and so were not 
discovered by tha keen-sighted Indians 
Subsequently they went to Virginia, and

Buck, the murdered man, was 


buried by the neighbors not fai from 
the spot where th-y found the body 
The burial was hurried, foi there was 
other pressing work on band 


Anticipating pursui',, the savage cap- 


tors, with tneir ten helpless captives, 
fled rapidly in a westw «rd direction 
across the mountain 
On. the first day's 


journey the children were frequently 
lashed with 
> whip to make them keep 


up with the rest 
All that day they 


hurried on without a mouth'ul of food 
or a drop of water, although they had 
not eaten since the previous evening 


the little children cried for 


water the Indiana would make them 
drink nrjgepjr golthirsty. At night 
they encamped in the woods without 
fire, aad without shelter, and 
were 


watched with the greatest vigilance 
At the dawn of the following day the 
wcftrjr, sorrowful march was resumed, 
and not until the sun had risen were the 
prlwutan halted and fed 
Towards! 


noon they p»»»ed within tight of a small 


fort known as "Fort Conococheaguo, 
situated somewhere near tbe present 
town of Chambersburg. Towards evening 
of tbe second day's flight they arrved ai 
the border of a dark and dismal swamp 
covered with small hemlocks and otbei 
boshes, into which they were conducteJ 
and having gone a short distance they 
encamped for the night. 


In some way tbe savages ascertained 


that tbey were pursued 
A determined 


band of Jamison's neighbors, headed bj 
a Mr Fields, had started In pursuit 
were gaining on tbe fugitives 
Fearing 


to be overtaken if they encumbei tLeoi 
selves with so many prisoners, the sav 
ages (white and red) massacred am 
scalped eight of them, viz 
Tbomas 


Jamison, his wife, their daughter Betsy 
their .two sons, Robert and Matthew 
Mrs Buck and two of her children 
Mary Jemison, and tbe little son ot Mrs 
Buck, were spared. The naked and 
mangled bodies of the slaughtered vie 
tims were found m that dismal sw amp 
by tbe parlies that had gone m pursuit 


After the maseacre the Inaians con 


tinned their flight much more cautiously 
than they did at flrst At the end o; 
seven or eight days tbey reached For 
Duquesne, or Fort Pitt, which was then 
a rallying point for the French and thei: 
Indian allies. 


Oa the day that Mary Jemison wai 


brought a weary and dejected captire tc 
Fort Duquesne, two pleasant looking 
Indian squaws of the beneta tribe hai 
arrived there also 
They had lost 


biother in a battle with the Euglisu 
and bad come to the tort to obtain a 
captive whom they might adopt aa 
member of their family 
On the follow 


mg day they inspected the prisoner 
lately brought in, and selected Man 
Temison as the one whom they desired 
to take the place of their lost brother.

whom s&e had been acquainted

little boy of Mrs Buck, her felloe cap 
tive and companion in tbe long and try 
ing flight trom Buchanan Valley to For 
Duquusne, was tat en and what becam 
of him, is unknown. Mary was taken b} 
the two Indian squaws m a small cano 
down the Ohio river to a small benee< 
Indian town called' She nan Jee " Tner 
she was arrajed m a suit of Indian 
clothing, was formally adopted as , 
member of the family, and received th 
name of ' Dick e-wa-mis," which bsinf 
interpreted, means "a pretty girl." 


An adopted member of the Senec 


tribe, and provided with a home, Dick 
ewamia was employed in nursing <;hil 
dren and doing light work about th 
wigwams. Occasionally she accompau 
led the hunters when they went but , 
short distance, to help them cany bom 
the game 
Her situation was easy, to 


she bad no special hardships to enduie 
Nevertheless the recollection of ter pai 
ents, orothers, sisters, and homo, an 
the sad fact of her hopeless captivity 
destroyed her happiness for many loliow 
ing years 


Encouraged and aided by her adoptee 


sisters, who would not allow her to speak 
English in their bearing, she soon learn 
ed to understand the Indian Unguagi 
and to speak it fluently. During tin 
second year of her captivity (17o7) wheu 
but fourteen or iiEteeu yeais old, sb 
was married, by command of her sisteis 


according fo Indian custom," to a 


Delaware Indian, She-nm jte by name 
He was large of stature, elegant lu hi 
appeaiance, and by his good nature anc 
tenderness gained tbe affection ot hi: 
wife 
The year following her marriage 


'at the time that the kernals of corn 
first appear on the ear, she bore her urst 
bom child, a girl, that lived two day 
oaly. In the fourth winter of her cap 
ttvity (17o9) a son was born to her 
whom, in remembrance of her lamented 
father, she called Thomas Jemison. No 
long after this ber husband died, and 
his death was to her a sore bereavement 


Tne different Indian tribes, as a rule 


occupied separate and well defined dis 
tricts of country which they held as thei: 
exclusive domain 
Members of a tnbi 


would often wander far away, and live 
mirgled with similar parties trom othei 
tnoes on some common hunting ground 
and then after many years of absence 
return to their tribal home 
The Seneca 


tribe, of which Mary Jemison bad be 
come a member, dwelt along the Geoesee 
river, in a large town named Gem shaw 
lying southwest of the present town of 
Genesee, Livingston county, New York 
Thither her two adopted sisters, those 
'pleasant looking squaws" to whom she 
was strongly attached, had gone after 
her marriage 
And thither three of her 


Indian brothers concluded to go and 
proposed to take her with them 
At 


the close of summer, "wben the time for 
harvesting corn had come," this young 
woman, of delicate constitution but of 
stout heart, started with 
her three 


brothers on the long and toilsome jour 
Bey to the home of their tribe 
Leaving 


the Ohio river they went northward to 
Upper Sandusky, Wyandot Co, Ohio, 
and then turned to tbe northeast, skirt- 
ing foi a while the shore of Lake Erie, 
and arrived at last on the banks of the 
Genesee. The journey was made on 
foot through an almost pathless wilder 
ness 
Mary Jemison was but thinly 


clothed, was often drenched by heavy 
ramj, had to sleep on the naked ground 
at night without a shelter and nothing 
but a blanket to cover her,__and bad to 
carry her child about maeWntbs old 
on her back or m her arms every step of 
the journey. Her Indian mother and 
the other members of the family received 
her kindly 
The continued favors she 


received at the bands of those with 
whom she lived won her gratitude and 
affection, so that she was contented 
with her lot 


At the close of the war with the 


French, the English authorities made 
the humane effort to rescora to their rel- 
ieve all whit* captives in the bands of 
the Indians 
Mary Jemison was offered 


tbe opportunity, but she preferred to re- 
main with those who had treated her 
witb so much kindness. 


In the year 1763 she was married to 


an old Seneca warrior, Hiokatoo by 
name 
The differences in then ages 


was considerable. She was twenty, he 
was flUy-Eve. With him *he lived in 
happy wedlock for forty-eight years, 
and bore to him six children, four 
daughters and two sons. He died in 
1811, wh »i he was one hundred and 
three years old. Her sons were Thomas 
(by 0rst husband), John and Jesse, her 
daughters were Jane, Nancy, Betsy and 
Polly. Jane died m 1779, aged 15 years. 
The other daughters married Indian 
tiugbands, and begat children. All of 
her sons met with violent deaths. 
Thomaa was killed in 1811, Jesse in 1812, 


temperate, and a thoroughly bad In- 
dian. In 1817 he was killed by two In- 
dians with whom he had a drunken 
quarrel. 


The western portion of the State of 


New York was occupied by a powerf nl 
Indian Confederacy, to which tbe Sen- 
eca tribe belonged 
This Confederacy 


was knowi by the name of the "Six 
Nations " At a council held in the year 
1797, 
whica Mary Jemison attended at 


tbe request of a leading chief, she was 
authorized to choose and describe tbe 
bounds of such lands us she thought 
would suit her 
She chose what is 


known as the Gardow Tract, containing 
upwards ot nineteen thousand acres. In 
the > ear 1817 the Legislature of New 
York passed an act of naturalization, 
making bar a citizen, and confirming 
ber in e to the reseivation. she had 
received from the bis Nations Por- 
tions other land she -.old; other por- 
tions she leased ro wbilt, people to tarm 
on sLaies, and Juis, aa regards tempor 
al support sbe seemed comfortably pio- 
uded lor during the remainder of her 
life 


In the course of years the white set- 


tlers increased to such an extent that 
the wnole country surrounding the prop- 
erty ot Alar) Jbinison was occupied by 
prospeious 
farmers 
These settleis 


soon formed bei acquaintance 
Sue was 


known as the 
W hue Woman," and be 


came distinguished for her kindness 
and hospitality to the whites uhat settled 
m her neighborhood 
It was said of her 


that "hei house was the stranger's 
home, from the table the hungry were 
retieshed, 
in all her act ons she dis 


played so much natural goodness of 
heart that her aanmers increased in pro 
portion to the extension ot her acanamt 
ance " 


In the year 18.23 the Seneca Indians 


disposed of their lands on the Genesee 
river, and removed to other reseivations 
Marj Jemison, with bar daughteis ant 
sous in law, did not follow theii exam 
pie, deeming it best to remain on her 
Gardow flats where she had spent so 
many peaceful years. If was not long 
however, beCoie she realized that sh< 
had made a mistake in allowing heisel 
tobesepuited from h3r adopted peo 
ole 
Tuough surrounded by whites sh 


could not readily aihliaEe with them 
Accustomed to the companionship am 
mode of lite ot the Indians, her discon 
teut increased until she finally deter 
mmec! to icjjin her lube 
Accordingly 


^he disposed of ail b«r landsai d lamoved 
in the year 1S31 to the vicim y of Buf 
falo. New York, where the Seaeeas hac 
a reservation 
There she puicbascd 


cabin ,ind a small piece of ground, and 
there she remained until her death 
Her daughter Poll}, and son in law 
George bhongo with their five children 
occupied tie sicoe house and took care 
ot her in her old age 
The proceeds o 


the sale of her Genejee lands she en 
trusted, soon after her removal to Buf 
ralo, to a white man who by an unfor 
tunate speculation lost tha whole of it 
bo many had been the I rials and hard 
ships of her hie, suffering and sorrow 
had so long attended her, that this new 
misfortune did not fall upon her as upon 
one 
unaccustomed to endaie. 
Her 


wants vvei6 few <-rd simple, and these 
her daughter and tun in law, with Qlia 
affection, took pains to supply.

by the wife of a missionary who had

Tbe descendants ot Mary Jemison were 


o numerius that they might have form 
id a distinct clan by themselves 
The 


name ' Jemison" became one of the 
most common and 
most 
honorable 


among the Seuecas 
Many of her de 


cendants were not unworthy ot their 
white ancestress 
They weie highly re- 


pected by their own people and by the 
whites 
They adopted the dress and 


modes of life of civilized people, and 
poke tue English language with fluency 
One of her grandsons, Jacob Jemison, 
pent two vears at D irtmouth College, 
was a good scholar, studied medicine, 
,nd received the appointment of assist- 
,nt surgeon In the United States Navy 
Competent authority declared that there 
was no better surgeon in the navy. 


For more than forty years the mortal 
emains of Mary Jemison rested undis- 
urbed in the Mission cemetery near 
Juft'alo. Her tragic and romantic his- 
ory as related by herself, published in 


both by their brother John, who WM In-' book form, and largely read, led to a 


species of vandalism not uncommon m 
tbe land. The atone that marked her 
grave was nearly destroyed by relic hunt 
era. As tbe jeara rolled on the banal 
ground was neglected, and was endan- 
gered by tbe demand for new streets and* 
building lots for the expanding city. 
was, therefore, deemed adv«,<iole to re- 
move Mary Jemison'i remains to some 
other spot wbere they might remain un- 
disturbed for all future time 
The re 


moval took place in tbe spring of 1874, 
under the direction of Dr James Shongo, 
a favorije grandson of tbe deceased, son 
of her daughter Polly 
The spot selected 


for her final resting place was on an emi- 
nence on tbe left bank of the Genesee 
river, a few miles from her former resi- 
dence on tbe Gardow flats Tbe reinter- 
ment of her remains took place with ap- 
propriate services, in the presence of a 
large concourse of people, some of whom 
were old citizens from the reservation 
she once owned, who had known her dnr 
ing bei life and. held her memory m ea 
teem 


The Bard Family of the Tract 


On tne morning of April 13tb, 1758 


the house of B chard Bard, who owned 
and resided near the mill now known as 
Mjers'Mills, on Middle Creek, abont 
li miles from Fan field, was invested by 
a party of nineteen Delaware Indians 
Tbe occupants of tbe house, Bichard 
Bard, his wife, their babe but six months 
old, a young boy, a little girl named 
Hannah MeBride, and Thomas Potter 
a nephew of Mr Bard, were made pris- 
oners, together with Samuel Hunter 
and Daniel McManimy who were work 
ing in a field, and William White, a lad 
coming to mill 
Having secured their 


prisoners, the Indians plundered the 
house and set fire to tbe mill 
Not far 


from the house they killed Thomas Pot- 
ter 
Having proceeded three or four 


miles on tbe mountain, an Indian sunk 
the spear ot 
his tomahawk into the 


breast of the small child, and after re- 
peated blows, scalped it 
Crossing the 


South Mountain past McCord's fai into 
the Path Valley they reached the top of 
the Tuscarora Mountain 
There an In 


dian sunk a tomahawk into the head ot 
Samuel Hunter 
Passing over to Side- 


ling Hill, and the Allegheny Mountain 
by Blair's bap, they encamped beyond 
Stony Creek 
Here Kicbard Bard con 


trived to escape and reached his home 
after a journey ot nine davs. Tbe cthei 
captives were taken to Fort Duquesne 
(now Pittsburg) and thence down the 
Ohio river to an Indian town called 
' Cususkey " Here Daniel McManimy 
was horribly tortured to deith 
Mrs 


Bard now separated from the other 
captives, was adopted as a member of 
an Indian family, jonrmed with them 
from place to place, and after a captiv- 
ity of two years and five months was 
tound by her husband at Shamokm 
(Sunbury) on the Snaquehanua 
The 


two boys and the girl were also restoied 
to their friends 
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The Manor pf Maske.
